Annette  Upton  of  Scotland,  Great  Britain  has  spent  the 
past  14  years  in  the  United  States.  Eleven  of  those  years 
have  been  enjoyed  right  here  in  Louisiana.  A  self-proclaimed 
"military  brat,"  Upton  was  actually  raised  in  England. 

When  asked  about  her  reaction  to  the  United  States,  Upton 
said,  "[The]  U.S.  is  so  vast,  everything  is  so  spread  out.  Things 
are  quaint  in  Europe."  She  also  adds,  "I'd  love  to  stay  here. 
It's  home!" 

Upton  has  quite  an  interesting  take  on  her  own  identity. 
"I  feel  American  when  I  go  back  to  Great  Britain,"  Upton 
explained.  "I  feel  English  when  people  here  pick  up  on  my 
English  remarks  and  my  accent.  When  I  went  back  home 
with  my  fiance,  I  felt  like  a  tourist  in  my  own  country  And 
my  family  thinks  I'm  American,"  Upton  smiled.  "Preserving 
the  'Englishness'  of  myself  seems  important  to  me." 

Upton  chose  to  attend  UL  Lafayette  because,  as  she 
explains,  "I  never  went  to  college.  There's  a  comfort  zone 
that  a  university  gives.  There's  a  sense  of  belonging,  of  being 
a  part  of  something  uniquely  American,"  Upton  says  as  she 
remembers  being  a  child  and  wanting  to  graduate  with  a 
cap  and  gown. 

When  describing  her  dream  job,  Upton  proclaims  that  she 
is  "drawn  to  nonprofit."  She  hopes  to  work  in  the  nonprofit 
sector  dealing  with  women's  issues.  "I'd  like  to  encourage 
other  women  to  go  to  school.  I  want  them  to  know  anybody 
can  do  it.  I  started  with  nothing,  and  look  where  I  am." 

When  describing  what  she  likes  to  do  outside  of  school 
and  work,  Upton  asks  jokingly,  "What  free  time?"  On  a 
more  serious  note,  she  added,  "I  walk  a  lot.  My  fiance  is  a 
woodworker,  so  we  do  some  jobs  on  the  side.  Do  I  know 
my  way  around  a  hammer  and  a  saw?  Yes!"  Upton 
exclaims  proudly. 

"My  parents  always  taught  me  to  be  independent," 
she  said.  "They  never  tried  to  tell  me  what  to  do,  but  they 
were  always  there  to  fall  back  on  emotionally.  I  always 
knew  I  had  a  home  to  go  to.  And  that's  why  I  feel  so  secure 
in  new  environments."

The  Acadiana  Arts  Council  and  the  Lafayette  Parish  School 
Board  partnered  to  produce  Pelicans  on  Parade  an  event  to  raise  money  for  the  parish's 
Arts-in-Education  Program. 

The  event  lasted  for  over  two  years  and  raised  over  $40  thousand 
for  15  area  nonprofit  organizations.  The  majority  of  the  funds  stemmed 
from  auctioning  several  of  the  statues. 

"I  thought  the  best  thing  about  it  was  how  each  pelican  was 
shaped  exactly  the  same,  but  each  was  so  aesthetically  different," 
said  visual  arts  senior  Catherine  Fontenot.

Some  depicted  identifiable  objects  while  some  were  totally  abstract. 
One  pelican  even  showed  its  patriotism  clad  in  red,  white  and  blue, 
and  another  celebrated  Acadiana's  heritage  decorated  with  fleur  de 
lis.  No  matter  how  the  pelicans  looked,  each  one  stood  out  in  its 
location,  getting  the  attention  it  deserved. 

However,  Pelicans  on  Parade  received  some  unwelcomed  publicity 
when  one  of  the  pelicans  was  bird-napped. 

"The  pelican  was  worth  a  lot  of  money,  and  though  it  really  was 
a  shame  the  bird  was  stolen,  I  think  it  made  people  realize  what  all 
of  the  pelicans  were  for  and  how  much  they  were  worth,"  said  Seth 
Thibodeaux,  a  first  year  graduate  student. 

Many  of  the  pelicans  remain  on  display  after  the  fundraising  was  complete.  While  they 
were  on  display  they  became  part  of  the  city's  landscape,  so  much  so  that  the  pelicans  may 
become  a  permanent  part  of  Lafayette's  already  rich  heritage.

David  Begnaud 

For  people  sitting  at  home,  the  images  that  cross  their 
eyes  on  the  television  screen  are  the  products  of  hours  of  hard 
work.  Teams  of  professionals  labor  over  the  perfect  script  and 
the  perfect  camera  shot.  David  Begnaud  is  one  such  professional 
striving  for  perfection. 

Begnaud,  now  a  sophomore  in  broadcasting,  began  his  career 
in  television  before  most  of  us  had  any  clue  about  where  we  wanted 
our  life  to  go. 

"I  knew  that  I  wanted  a  job  that  when  I  got  home  I  would 
know  that  the  hours  and  the  stress  were  worth  it,"  Begnaud  said. 

While  still  in  high  school,  the  Carencro  native  began  work 
with  KLFY  Channel  10  in  Lafayette  as  a  teen  reporter.  It  is 
here  that  Begnaud  got  his  first  taste  of  what  he  thought  the 
news  was  all  about. 

"Teen  reporting  was  a  perfect  introduction  to  the  glamour 
of  TV.  I  did  no  editing  and  no  writing.  I  just  showed  up,  did 
the  shoot  and  went  home.  I  had  real  professionals  following  me 
every  step  of  the  way." 

That  was  three  years  ago  and  much  has  changed.  Begnaud 
was  promoted  from  teen  reporter  to  intern  and  most  recently  to 
a  general  assignment  reporter.  Though  his  title  has  changed, 
Begnaud's  intentions  have  not. 

"From  the  very  first  assignment  my  goal  has  been  to  tell 
a  story  in  a  way  that  the  audience  can  get  lost  in,  a  way  that 
can  really  touch  them,"  Begnaud  said. 

One  such  story  concerned  the  accidental  death  of  a  Comeaux 
High  School  student  named  Justin.  Begnaud  first  heard  about  the 
story  when  he  was  still  in  high  school  himself.  Years  later,  he 
was  given  the  chance  to  revisit  the  tragedy. 

"Every  year  Justin's  mom  holds  a  "Celebration  of  Life." 
It's  a  time  for  family  and  friends  to  come  together  to  celebrate 
Justin.     I  was  able  to  meet  two  of  the  three  people  who  received 
his  organs  and  who  now  live  full  lives.     After  the  story  was  done, 
Justin's  mom  contacted  me  to  say  thank  you.     It  was  one  of  the 
greatest  compliments  I  have  ever  received." 

The  road  Begnaud  has  traveled  to  get  where  he  is  today  has 
been  full  of  opportunities.  Opportunities  that  Begnaud  hopes 
will  lead  him  to  a  larger  market  and  hopefully  one  day  to  a 
network  morning  show. 

"The  morning  format  let's  you  put  your  guard  down.  People  get 
to  know  you,  not  just  your  chair.  It's  more  than  just  spitting 
out  the  news . "

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In  April,  2003,  snow  was  still  falling  in  the  Northeastern  United  States,  and  Christmas  had  a  second  go-round  in  Acadiana. 
[For  UL  Lafayette  senior  Ryan  Petticrew,  Christmas  in  April  2003  was  his  chance  to  give  back  to  the  Lafayette  community. 

Petticrew,  who  has  been  involved  in  the  project  since  1998,  became  the  youngest  House  Captain  in  2003.  "It's  the  coolest 
[project  we've  ever  done,"  Petticrew  says  of  Christmas  in  April,  a  non-profit  service  organization  that  brings  volunteers 
I  together  to  repair  the  homes  of  several  Acadiana  residents.  "It  feels  good  to  know  that  you're  so  directly  changing  someone's 
Idaily  life.  Their  standards  of  living  don't  include  creature  comforts,  and  we  try  to  give  them  some." 

As  the  2002-2003  Circle  K  Bayou  South  Division  Lieutenant  Governor,  Petticrew  oversaw  the  commionity  service  operations 
of  five  universities  in  South  Louisiana.   "I'm  in  deep,"  says  Petticrew  of  his  three  years  in  UL  Lafayette  Circle  K 
International,  a  community-orientated  service  club.  "It's  like  the  mafia,  you  can't  get  out,"  he  jokes. 

Nor  would  he  want  to.  The  public  relations  major  is  a  self-professed  "glutton  for  leadership  opportunities," 
and  he  sees  Circle  K  International  as  the  perfect  opportunity  to  lead.

His  wish  for  UL  Lafayette  is  that  students  would  realizi 
what  the  university  has  to  offer.  "I'm  amazed  at  what  people  don't  know  about  our  school.  We  have  a  fantastic! 
university,  one  that  I'm  proud  of,  and  I  wish  others  would  realize  it  too.

Chiantia  Sago,  a  senior  in  mass  communications  broadcasting, 
delivered  the  welcome  address  and  challenged  the  audience  to 
"embrace  love  and  pride  and  to  design  [ones]  self." 

Even  Fannie  Lou  Hamer  appeared,  that  is  in  the  form  of 
dramatist  Jennifer  Miller.  Miller  recalled  the  live  of  Hamer  who  is 
often  referred  to  as  the  "First  Lady  of  Civil  Rights"  for  her  undying 
efforts  with  voting  and  other  African- American  struggles. 

"I  enjoyed  it... and  I'm  very  glad  I  came,"  Angela  Deville  said.  Deville 
also  commented  on  the  Black  History  art  exhibit  on  display.  Creator 
Joseph  Lewis  said,  "my  inspiration  comes  from  the  heart." 

In  a  very  strong  passionate  voice  Miller  as  Fannie  Lou  Hamer 
concluded,  "I  done  it  because  it  was  the  right  thing  to  do!"  Harmonic 
sounds  of  two  UL  Gospel  Choir  members  followed  to  end  the  program. 

Other  events  to  commemorate  Black  History  were  sponsored  by  the 
University  Program  Council's  African- American  Culture  Committee.  They 
included  a  screenplay  and  a  faculty-student  luncheon. 

"I  was  pleased  to  see  the  amount  of  people  in  attendance.,"  Jabari 
Jones,  a  senior  in  history,  said.  "Ms.  Miller  did  an  excellent  performance 
and  portrayal  of  Fannie  Lou  Hamer,"  Jones  also  added. 

With  the  end  of  the  program  silence  overtook  the  library  once  again. 
But  the  words  spoken  and  art  created  linger  in  that  silence  and  reminds 
us  of  the  African-American  heritage  and  struggles.

rom  shaded  oaks  to  shaded  cypress.  The  Lafayette  Natural  History  Museum  and 
Planetarium  (LNHM)  has  found  a  new  home  in  the  bustling  center  of  town.  This  new 
facility  proves  to  become  one  of  Lafayette's  greatest  landmarks  and  attractions. 

The  former  building,  situated  near  the  Heymann  Center  on  Girard  Park  Drive,  was 
removed  from  the  attention  of  locals  and  visitors  alike.  According  to  the  LNHM's  web 
site,  this  particular  facility  was  opened  in  1969  through  the  efforts  and  donations  of 
private  citizens,  the  Lafayette  Parish  School  Board  and  the  city  government.  For  more 
than  thirty  years,  this  facility  served  as  "the  primary  museum  and  planetarium  for  the 
Acadiana  Region  of  South  Louisiana." 

In  the  early  nineties  LNHM  opened  exhibition  galleries  and  a  small  gift  shop  in  the 
former  Heymann's  Department  Store  building.  The  three  story  building,  which  was 
erected  in  the  1920's,  would  face  major  renovation  and  remodeling  to  become  the  permanent 
home  of  the  museum  and  planetarium.  Bright  yellow  paint  and  modern  architectural 
features  command  the  attention  that  such  an  organization  deserves. 

Beyond  the  move,  the  museum's  goal  to  "encourage  the  discovery  and  understanding 
of  the  natural  world,  the  universe  and  the  role  of  humans  within  them"  will  continue  to  be 
pursued.  Examples  include  various  programs  offered  throughout  the  week  that  introduce 
visitors  to  our  night  sky.  Also,  a  number  of  nationally  acclaimed  exhibits  move  through 
the  5,800  square  feet  of  exhibit  space  designed  into  the  new  building. 

As  LNHM  settles  into  its  new,  more  urban,  surroundings  it  is  undoubted  that  the 
organization  will  continue  to  offer  local  residents  and  world  travelers  alike  the  hospitality 
and  first  class  cultural  and  educational  events  and  exhibits  that  the  organization  was  built  upon.

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Some  people  come  to  college  to  get  "trashed," 
others  come  to  college  to  pick  it  up.  Marie- 
Isabelle  Pautz,  a  senior  historymajor,  is  certainly  one  of  the  latter. 
Since  her  career  began  at  UL,  Lafayette,  Pautz  has  done  her  part  in 
saving  the  world. 

Her  interests  in  her  world  around  her  began  as  a  child.  "Ever  since  I 
was  a  kid  I've  been  curious  about  stuff,"  Pautz  said. 

Her  work  as  an  activist  took  off  after  spending  a  summer  at  the 
Institute  for  Social  Ecology  in  Vermont.  Upon  returning  home  Pautz 
began  volunteering  with  local  organizations  working  for  positive 
social  change. 

"My  interests  in  activism  don't  necessarily  stem  from  the  organizations 
I  work  with,  but  the  people  who  are  affected  by  my  work.  I  have  met 
some  amazing  people  through  these  organizations,  both  on  the  inside 
and  through  our  programs,"  Pautz  said. 

Some  of  the  groups  Pautz  works  with  include  Collaborative  Modes 
of  Achieving  a  Sustainable  Society  (CMASS7)  which  hosts  various  public 
lectures  on  politics  and  food,  the  Lafayette  Coalition  for  a  Better  World 
and  Community  Supported  Agriculture  (CSA),  an  organization  that  Pautz 
is  helping  to  create. 

"Of  all  my  work,  CSA  is  probably  my  favorite  right  now.  It's  an 
organization  that  will  teach  the  community  about  producing  their  own 
food.  People  will  learn  to  be  responsible  for  the  food  they  produce  and 
consume.  It's  a  more  direct  way  of  meeting  your  needs,"  Pautz  explained. 

Organizing  such  a  group  takes  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort.  "As 
an  activist  I  publicize,  that's  what  I  do.  You  can  organize  an  event  but 
if  no  one  knows  about  it,  your  efforts  are  lost." 

Even  having  traveled  the  world,  Pautz  says 
Lafayette  is  her  favorite  place.  "It's  kind  of  like

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The  University  of  Louisiana  at  Lafayette's  Police  Department 
is  here  to  protect  and  serve  the  students.  According  to  Corporal  Keith 
Kellar  of  the  University  Police  Department,  "The  UL  campus  is  a 
community,  and  the  University  Police  Department  is  here  to  protect 
and  serve  it  in  all  functions.  It  has  one  of  the  best  student  officer 
programs  in  the  country." 

All  officers  are  P.O.S.T.  (peace  officer  standards  training)  certified, 
the  UL  Police  Department  is  composed  of  both  civil  service  and 
student  officers.  Civil  service  officers  work  full  time,  and  student 
officers  work  part  time  in  order  to  attend  regular  classes. 

The  university  is  in  charge  of  A.L.E.T.A.  (Acadiana  Law  Enforcement 
Training  Academy).  The  Academy  is  located  on  Johnston  Street  across 
from  campus  and  Bourgeois  Hall  is  used  for  physical  training.  The 
Academy  teaches  cadets  police  procedure,  criminal  law,  psychology, 
defensive  tactics  and  firearms.  Classes  last  for  10  weeks  and  student 
officers  are  required  to  attain  a  minimum  score  of  80  percent  to  graduate. 

After  graduating  from  the  Academy,  UL  officers  are  assigned  to 
Field  Training  which  consists  of  eight  weeks  of  communications  and 
10  weeks  of  patrol  training.  UL  student  officers  work  along  side  civil 
ser\dce  officers  to  gain  valuable  experience. 

UL  police  officers  are  in  charge  of  security  at  many  events  on 
campus.  They  also  sponsor  on-campus  programs  such  as  R.A.D. 
(Rape  Aggressor  Defense),  S.T.O.P.  (a  general  student  safety 
program)  and  S.L.I.D.D.  (School  Leaders  Involved  in  Drinking  and 
Drug  Education). 

Recently  Chief  of  PoUce  Joey  Sturm  resigned  to  be  a  consultant  for 
a  division  of  T.S.A.  -  Homeland  Security.  Chief  Sturm  was  involved 
with  the  University  Police  Department  since  1988,  when  he  began  his 
career  in  law  enforcement  as  a  student  officer.  He  moved  his  way  up 
to  head  student  officer,  assistant  chief  and  finally  to  chief.  He 
served  the  police  department  with  integrity  and  dedication. 

The  UL  Lafayette  Police  Department  has  aU  facets  of  law  enforcement 
foot  patrol,  bike  patrol,  patrol  units  and  investigations.

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A  new  trend  of  beverages  is  taking  over  mainstrea 
America:  Coffee.  Not  only  is  it  the  beverage  nearly 
107  million  Americans  consume  daily,  but  it 
is  also  the  second  most  consumed  beverage  in 
the  world.  It  ranks  right  after  -  you  guessed 
it  -  water.  Not  to  mention,  coffee  is  also  one  of 
the  most  highly  profitable  crops  the  world  over. 

It  should  not  come  as  much  of  a  surprise  that 
coffee  shops  are  appearing  on  nearly  every  street 
comer  in  town.  In  fact,  over  the  past  ten  years,  a  total 
of  five  major  coffee  house  chains  have  moved  into  the  city. 
And  that's  not  counting  the  privately  owned  cafes  that  are  also 
gaining  momentum  in  areas  around  campus  and  downtown. 

UL  Lafayette  has  three  coffee  shops  on  or  near  campus: 
CC's,  PJ's  and  Caffe  Cottage,  (one  of  the  few  in  town  that 
is  not  part  of  a  chain).

Dasgupta's  excuse  "lighting  that 
makes  you  want  to  shoot  yourself"  and  cigarette  smoke 
as  reasons  for  his  change  of  heart.  "And  the  coffee  is 
better  at  CC's,"  he  adds. 

The  coffee  house  trend  has  also  brought  with  it  a  new 
array  of  gourmet,  flavored,  and  sometimes  strangely-prepared 
coffee  drinks.  UL  Lafayette  junior  Beth  Sonnier  does  not 
see  this  change  as  necessarily  a  good  thing.  "1  just  want 
some  coffee.

Eom  new  additions  to  a  celebrity  guest,  UL  Lafayette  has  proven  it  can 
change  with  the  times.  Even  changes  in  a  religious  leadership  position  ocurred 
and  new  technologies  were  added  to  campus.  And  of  course  finances  changed  too. 

One  addition  to  campus  was  the  placement  of  touch  screen  computer 
podiums,  called  kiosks,  in  the  library  and  Guillory  Hall.  These  computers 
provide  students  with  information  on  university  and  library  news  and  was 
introduced  in  May  2002.  One  of  the  most  popular  features  of  the  kiosks  is  the 
map,  which  shows  animated  routes  from  one  building  to  another. 

Fall  2002  brought  a  change  in  the  pastor  of  Our  Lady  of  Wisom  Catholic 
Church.  Father  Curtis  Mallet  was  assigned  to  St.  Therese  Catholic  Church  in 
Abbeville  and  Father  Chester  Arceneaux  was  assigned  to  Our  Lady  of  Wisdom.

The  "getting  the  word 
out"  proposition  received  a  step  grant  that  allowed  UPC  to  purchase  five  boards 
with  the  chance  for  more  funding  depending  on  the  success  of  the  program.

To  the  dismay  of  students  on  campus  the  fine  for  illegally  parked  cars  went 
from  $10  to  $20.  "It  is  an  effort  to  make  students  stop  parking  illegally,"  said 
parking  and  transit  representatives,  who  believe  that  doubling  the  price  will 
make  students  think  twice  about  stealing  someone  else's  spot. 

Parking  and  transit  was  in  the  news  again  after  students  passed  a  referendum 
in  the  spring  semester  to  help  ease  the  current  parking  situation.  The  $23  per 
semester  charge  will  go  to  help  build  a  parking  garage  and  help  to  increase  and 
improve  the  current  transit  system.  The  money  will  also  pay  for  students  to 
park  for  free  at  Cajun  Field.

Hurricane  Lili  hit  the  Louisiana  coast  causing  major 
damage  and  leaving  many  Acadiana  residents  without 
electricity  and  water. 

Winds  up  to  72  mph  uprooted  trees,  scattered  debris, 
downed  power  lines  and  left  thousands  of  Acadiana 
residents  without  electricity.  The  estimated  cost  to  repair 
damage  and  clean  up  debris  is  $14.5  million. 

"I  guess  I  was  one  of  the  lucky  ones.  Some  people 
close  to  where  I  live  had  trees  fall  on  their  houses,"  said 
Christopher  Marks,  a  sophomore  in  electrical  engineering. 

Property  damage  was  not  the  only  problem  created 
by  Hurricane  Lili.  Dozens  of  people  were  treated  at  area 
hospitals  for  injuries.  A  Crowley  woman  died  from 
carbon  monoxide  poisoning  and  an  elderly  Erath  man 
died  from  injuries  suffered  when  he  fell  from  a  ladder 
trying  to  clear  debris  from  his  roof. 

While  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  Lili  built  up  to  a  very 
powerful  category  four  hurricane.  She  was  miraculously 
reduced  to  a  category  two  right  before  pounding  into 
Louisiana.  Lili  is  the  first  major  hurricane  to  come  inland 
since  Hurricane  Andrew  in  1992. 

"1  can  remember  Hurricane  Andrew  and  to  me  it  seems 
[Hurricane]  LiH  caused  more  widespread  damage,"  said 
Wyzetta  Simien,  a  junior  in  chemistry. 

In  preparation  for  the  hurricane  the  university  shut 
down  at  noon  Wednesday,  Oct.  2.  Fall  Break  was  scheduled 
for  Oct.  3-4,  so  students  did  not  have  class.  Many  UL 
Lafayette  students  were  disappointed  because  they  were 
not  able  to  enjoy  their  Fall  Break. 

"I  had  made  plans  to  get  a  lot  of  schoolwork  accomplished 
and  relax  a  little.  All  of  that  was  not  possible  however," 
Simien  said. 

Some  say  loosing  the  Fall  Break  was  not  bad  because 
it  could  have  been  worse. 

"The  fact  that  we  lost  our  Fall  Break  or  were  not  able 
to  enjoy  it  is  small  when  you  think  about  it,  because  things 
could  have  been  a  lot  worse,"  Christopher  Marks  said.

According  to  Mary  Margaret  Schexnyder,  UPC 
Traditions  Committee  Chair,  each  campus  organization 
was  invited  to  choose  a  duke  and  a  maid  to  vie  for 
the  Krewe  of  Roux  crown.  The  choice  for  king  and 
queen  was  left  up  to  the  tradition  of  Mardi  Gras.  The 
dukes  and  maids  each  had  their  own  kingcake,  and 
the  couple  who  found  the  babies  were  crowned  King 
and  Queen.

"Laissez  les  bons  temps  rouler/'  a  Cajun  French  expression 
familiar  to  anyone  who  has  spent  time  in  South  Louisiana.  Add 
a  pig  roast  and  Mardi  Gras  revelers  to  the  mix,  and  the  good 
times  become  just  a  little  bit  better. 

Every  January  since  1979,  UL  Lafayette's  Dr.  Barry  Ancelet 
and  his  wife  Caroline  have  hosted  a  traditional  Cajun  pig  roast, 
better  known  as  a  boucherie,  at  their  home  in  Ossun,  Louisiana. 

Ancelet,  a  folklorist  and  the  Head  of  UL's  Department  of 
Modern  Languages,  says  he  began  the  tradition  to  keep  alive 
the  spirit  of  community  that  has  long  been  a  definitive  aspect 
of  Cajun  culture  and  heritage.  "You  invite  a  lot  of  people  when 
you  kill  a  pig,  and  you're  invited  to  the  next  pig-killing," 
Ancelet  explains.  "It's  about  community  solidarity.  We  keep 
the  tradition  alive." 

Not  surprisingly,  many  local  Cajun  musicians  also  show 
up  to  get  their  fair  share  of  the  pig.  More  often  than  not,  live 
music  can  be  heard  in  every  room  in  the  Ancelet  home  -  including 
the  bathroom. 

Traditional  country  Mardi  Gras  found  in  small  communities 
such  as  Mamou,  Eunice,  Elton  and  Church  Point  is  equally 
unique  to  Cajun  heritage.  Complete  with  characters  from 
Cajurj  folklore  the  country  Mardi  Gras  runs  draw  spectators 
each  year  from  the  world  over. 
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Mardi  Gras  rim  participants  are  always 
colorfully  decorated  in  costumes  with  a 
primary  role  to  capture  a  loose  chicken  that 
will  be  used  to  make  a  communal  gumbo 
at  sundown.  To  draw  the  onlookers  into 
the  celebration,  the  costumed  revelers  also 
dig  in  their  pockets  for  spare  change,  and 
dance  with  them  to  the  beat  of  a  fiddle,  a 
triangle  and  a  guitar. 

Acadia  native  and  UL  graduate  student 
Andre  Muise  says,  "I  think  Mardi  Gras  is 
a  good  social  practice  to  relieve  pent-up 
aggression.  But  it's  kind  of  always  Mardi 
Gras  in  Louisiana  in  some  strange  way." 

Most  Soutli  Louisiana  nati\'es  and  Mardi 
Gras  lovers  could  not  agree  more.

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Throughout  the  2002-2003  season,  the  Performing 
Arts  Department  put  on  a  variety  of  performances, 
ranging  from  drama  to  comedy  to  showcases. 

The  first  production  of  the  season  was  a  theatrical 
performance  of  "A  Lesson  Before  Dying."  The 
performance  was  directed  by  Alex  W.  Marshall  and 
ran  September  27-29  and  October  8-13.

The  stage  director  for 
this  performance  was  Steven  Peters,  with  musical 
direction  by  Shawn  Roy  and  choreography  by 
Kenneth  L.  Jenkins.

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Delighting  audiences,  the 
Performing  Arts  Society  of 
Acadiana  (PASA)  brings  to 
Lafayette  cultural  experiences  that 
would  be  othervs%e  out-of-reach. 
"Inside  the  state  of  Louisiana, 
there  is  no  one  who  does  what 
we  do  to  the  degree  that  we  do 
it,"  said  Jacqueline  Lyle,  executive 
director  of  PASA. 

PASA  fulfills  its  mission 
to  "promote  and  facilitate 
opportunities  for  cultural 
enrichment  through  performing 
arts  entertainment  and  arts 
education"  each  year  by  bringing 
to  the  area  artists  and  performers 
from  all  over  the  country. 
Performances  range  from  opera 
to  dance  and  jazz  to  drama. 

"We  keep  track  of  what  goes 
on  in  New  York  and  other 
performing  arts  scenes,"  Lyle 
said.  "Performance  ideas  come 
from  suggestions,  research,  reading 
and  travel." 

Performers  are  selected  on 
several  conditions  including 
their  interest  in  conducting 
community  workshops  and 
activities.  "Interaction  with  the 
community  has  always  been  a 
priority  of  PASA,"  said  Lyle. 
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"PASA  gives  the  community  a 
chance  to  spend  some  time  with  a  world 
class  performer.  That  is  an  amazing 
opportunity  for  anyone  involved,"  said 
Susan  Nicassio,  PASA's  UL  Lafayette 
liaison. 

Nicassio,  an  associate  professor  of 
history,  has  been  involved  with  the 
organization  for  four  years.  "Students 
are  really  floored  after  every  performance. 
Everything  they  hear  about  opera  is  the 
exact  opposite  of  what  they  experience." 

Though  the  number  and  variety  of 
performances  vary  each  year,  PASA  offers 
students  great  opportunities.  "Full-time 
UL  students  can  receive  half-price  tickets 
for  the  season.  That's  five  performances 
for  $50,"  Lyle  said.  "Unfortunately,  we 
see  students  not  taking  advantage  of 
such  a  wonderful  offer." 

"People  come  to  the  university  to 
improve  their  lives.  A  bigger  paycheck 
can  do  that  but  gradually  they  realize  that 
the  only  thing  they  own  is  in  their  head, 
not  their  house  or  their  furniture  or  their 
paycheck.

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One  of  the  most  thriving  and  prominent  departments  at  UL

"All  organizations  have  a  public  relations  function,  they  have  a  need  to  communicate  with  employees, 
the  media,  customers  and  community  residents,"  said  Kelly. 

Public  relations  junior  Roslyn  Charles  said,  "I  feel  that  our  curriculum  really  prepares  us  for  future 
employment.  Both  the  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  rank  high  and  I  have  complete  confidence 
in  the  professors." 

Julie  Simon-Dronet,  director  of  UL  Lafayette  public  relations  and  news  services,  said, 
"It's  very  exciting,  everyday  is  a  new  one.  I've  had  a  chance  to  work  with  some  of 
the  brightest  people  in  the  academic  world  such  as  the  president  of  our  university."

The  motion  for  a  masters  degree 
is  one  of  many  steps  the  school  is  taking  to  become  one  of  the  foremost 
in  the  country. 

The  school  of  architecture  has  been  underrated  in  recent  years.  The 
causes  are  unknown  -  unknown,  but  to  every  student  that  has  studied 
in  the  studios  of  UL  Lafayette  there  lies  a  challenging  education  that 
few  programs  can  rival.

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Mardi  Gras,  Camivale  or  Fat  Tuesday;  regardless  of  what  it's 
called,  the  name  signals  a  time  of  year  filled  with  revelry  and 
mischief.  This  holiday  arrived  on  the  shores  of  North  America 
in  the  beginning  of  the  18th  century.  French  settlers  celebrated 
the  event  on  the  shores  of  the  Mississippi  River  as  they  had  in 
Europe.  Eventually,  they  incorporated  the  masked  balls  and 
processions  that  continue  to  this  day. 

Along  with  balls  and  parades,  many  other  symbols  have 
come  to  represent  modem  Mardi  Gras.  The  traditional  colors  for 
the  event,  purple  green  and  gold,  were  chosen  during  the  New 
Orleans  celebrations  in  1872.  The  colors  represent  justice,  faith  and 
power  respectively. 

Another  familiar  Mardi  Gras  token  is  the  King  Cake.  In  the  early 
days  of  the  carnival,  a  bean  or  coin  was  baked  into  the  cake.  Today, 
Louisiana  bakers  substitute  a  small  plastic  baby  for  the  original  good 
luck  charms.

The  UL  Lafayette  Marine  Survival 
Training  Center  (MSTC)  is  a  little  known 
campus  entity.  The  community  and  offshore 
industry  donated  the  equipment  needed, 
and  classes  began  in  June  1989. 

"MSTC  was  established  to  provide  a 
need  in  the  petroleum  industry,"  said 
MSTC  director  Jim  Gunter.  "Industry  wanted 
the  university  involved,  and  I  think  that  this 
program  has  helped  to  strengthen  the  ties 
between  the  university  and  industry." 

UL  Lafayette  MSTC  was  the  first  training 
center  in  the  country  to  offer  helicopter 
emergency  escape  courses.  It  remains  one 
of  the  only  two  locations  in  the  country  to 
offer  such  a  course.  The  faciUtyexpanded  to 
include  marine  fire  safety  and  other  safety 
related  courses.

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The  partnership  between  UL  Lafayette 
and  the  MSTC  continues  to  be  beneficial  to 
both  parties.  The  MSTC  hasutilized  the 
university's  greatest  resource,  its  students. 
The  university's  MBA  class  created  a  strategic 
plan  which  helped  the  MSTC  identify  its 
strengths  and  weeiknesses,  and  the  university' s 
public  relations  class  developed  a  marketing 
study.  The  communications  class  produced  a 
video  that  is  currently  being  reformatted  to 
CD-Rom  for  distribution.  The  MSTC  then 
hireda  part-time  marketing  intern  from 
UL  Lafayette. 

"We  are  working  to  establish  an  identity 
on  campus  because,  being  off  campus, 
students  don't  know  about  the  program. 
It's  sort  of  the  out  of  site  out  ofmind  effect," 
says  Gunter.  "If  students  could  walk  or  drive 
by  everyday  and  see  the  equipment  and 
the  activity  that  goes  on  here,  I  think  they 
would  be  really  amazed  and  interested  in 
the  program." 

As  part  of  the  plan  to  establish  an  identity 
on  campus,  MSTC  offers  a  safety  coordinator 
training  courses  free  of  charge.  MSTC  also 
works  with  the  community  on  programs 
such  as  EMT  refresher  courses. 

"The  development  of  the  MSTC  was  a 
joint  effort  between  UL  Lafayette  and  the 
petroleum  industry,  but  it  was  achieved 
because  of  the  Acadiana  area's  ability  to 
come  together  to  support  a  cause  that  the 
people  think  is  worthwhile,"  Gunter  said.

Serial  Killer  has  murdered  five  women. 
As  authorities  continue  to  investigate  the 
murders,  clues  and  information  about  a 
person  of  interest  has  been  released  in  the 
form  of  commercials  and  billboards.

Senior  Christopher  Jovan  Dailey  is  no  stranger  to  university  commencement  exercises. 
Already  possessing  a  bachelor's  of  science  in  criminal  justice  from  UL  Lafayette,  Dailey 
graduated  again,  this  time  with  a  bachelor's  of  art  in  sociology. 

This  Jonesboro,  LA  natiye  states  that  it  is  his  time  spent  at  UL  Lafayette  that  has 
shaped  his  identity.

"The  summer  of  1999  I  worked  at  a  paper  mill  at  home  [with]  12-hour  shifts,  no  air- 
conditioning,  literally  100  degrees  in  the  building.  Horrible  working  conditions,"  Dailey 
recalled.  He  said  it  is  after  this  that  he  became  more  focused.  "1  didn't  want  to  have  to 
work  in  conditions  like  that,"  Dailey  said. 

Focus  is  what  landed  him  a  position  in  law  enforcement.  He  served  over  one  year  as  a 
university  police  officer  and  said  his  enjoyment  in  the  field  comes  from  "the  aspect  of 
helping  people." 

He  continued,  "When  you're  a  police  officer,  you  can  do  one  good  thing  and  just  the 
look  on  their  face  makes  it  all  worth  it." 

After  achieving  his  first  degree  in  2002,  Dailey  realized  he  did  not  have  a  job  or  any 
plans  and  had  not  taken  the  GRE.  He  decided  to  enroll  at  UL  Lafayette  again.  "I  looked 
through  the  bulletin  and  saw  how  closely  related  sociology  was  to  criminal  justice,  so  I 
thought  I'd  go  one  more  year" 

This  year  along  with  becoming  a  UP,  Dailey  was  honored  as  a  member  of  Who's  Who.

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Before  Saturday,  Feb.  1, 2003,  the  only  occasion  that 
could  bring  students  to  campus  as  early  as  7  a.m. 
was  a  dreaded  final  exam.  Now,  we  know  one  other 
circumstance  can  do  the  same:  witnessing  history 
in  the  making.  Add  over  100  explosives  and  a  couple 
of  toppUng  buUdings  into  the  mix,  and  students  and 
Lafayette  residents  alike  fill  the  streets  surrounding 
UL  Lafayette. 

The  imploding  of  McCullough  Hall  and  Voorhies 
Hall  marked  the  first  time  in  Lafayette  a  building 
was  demolished  in  such  a  way.  D.H.  Griffin,  a  Texas 
based  demolition  company,  oversaw  the  process 
of  bringing  down  the  two  former  residence  halls. 

VIPs  from  campus,  the  local  press  and  others  in 
the  Lafayette  community  congregated  on  the  second 
floor  terrace  of  Fletcher  Hall  to  take  part  in  the 
groundbreaking  ceremony.  Not  surprisingly,  the 
best  view  of  crumbling  McCullough  Hall  was  from 
that  location.  Local  residents  viewed  the  implosions 
from  Girard  Park  and  Griffin  Hall's  parking  lot. 


The  buildings  were  demolished  to  make  way 
for  a  new  housing  development.  "Legacy  Park," 
appropriately  named,  will  be  the  new  home  to  UL 
Lafayette's  state  of  the  art,  coed  apartment/ dormitory 
complex.  The  new  buildings,  which  will  house  nearly 
470  students,  will  be  named  after  McCullough  and 
Voorhies  Halls  to  maintain  the  legacy  of  the  two, 
now  demolished,  dormitories.  Construction  began 
soon  and  Housing  anticipates  Legacy  Park  to  open  as 
early  as  fall  2003. 

Vice  President  of  Student  Affairs  Raymond  Blanco 
"pushed  the  button"  to  ignite  explosive  charges  of 
McCuUough  Hall.  This  was  a  memorable  event  for 
Blanco  who  decades  ago  opened  McCullough  Hall. 

Stacey  Stiel,  a  sophomore  in  hospitality  management, 
was  the  lucky  winner  of  a  raffle  that  gave  her  the 
opportunity  to  detonate  the  charges  on  Voorhies 
Hall.  "I  bought  the  raffle  ticket  as  a  joke  at  work, 
but  when  I  found  out  1  won,  1  was  excited.  I  wanted 
to  be  a  part  of  UL  [Lafayette]  history,"  Stiel  said. 
"It  was  awesome  to  watch  the  building  come  down. 
I  was  shocked,  and  I  was  trying  to  watch  everything 
around  me." 

However,  not  all  UL  Lafayette  students  were 
excited  about  the  ceremony.  Kristy  Caldwell,  a 
junior  visual  arts  major,  said  she  started  crying 
after  the  blasts. 

"It  scared  me,"  Caldwell  said.  "We  do  this 
intentionally  in  this  country,  we  have  VIPs,  we  go 
for  the  show.  But  there  are  people  in  other  parts  of 
the  world  who  are  terrorized  by  these  things."

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Brightly  shirted  students  ran  around  campus  (just  like 
every  spring)  with  one  thing  on  their  minds:  to  get  votes. 
This  year,  however,  the  Student  Government  Association 
(SGA)  elections  where  not  as  overwhelming  as  in  the  past. 

Only  one  major  party  was  represented  in  this  election 
and  only  six  offices  faced  opposition.  Despite  this  unusually 
low  number  of  candidates,  the  office  for  SGA  president 
would  not  be  awarded  without  a  little  friendly  competition. 
Former  vice-president  Robyn  Deranger,  with  the  Double 
Vision  party,  faced  off  against  Dave  Scott,  the  self-proclaimed 
"subvert,"  for  the  presidency. 

"It  was  hard  to  be  a  good  vice-president  and  run  for  the 
president's  seat  at  the  same  time,"  Deranger  said.  "Besides 
my  cutthroat  opponent,  the  election  went  really  smoothly." 

Along  with  elections,  students  had  to  decide  on  numerous 
proposed  student  assessed  fees.  These  included  an  $8 
increase  in  tuition  for  graduate  students,  a  $2.50  increase 
for  all  students  to  go  to  the  new  University  Art  Museum 
and  a  $55  fee  for  the  construction  of  a  new  Student  Center. 

"I  think  that  it  is  a  good  idea.  A  new  student  center 
will  give  students  who  live  on  campus  and  students  who 
commute  from  out  of  town  in  particular  a  place  to  spend 
their  breaks  and  extra  time.  You  can't  catch  up  with  friends 
in  the  library  because  you  aren't  supposed  to  talk,"  said 
Ann  Lambert,  who  helped  to  draft  the  appropriation. 

Another  student,  Windi  Bergeron,  could  not  disagree  more. 

"It's  stupid.  We  have  coffee  shops,  we  have  four  movie 
theaters  in  town  and  we  had  a  bowling  ally  that  no  body 
used,"  Bergeron  said. 

Despite  this  fierce  opposition,  all  of  the  referendums 
were  approved,  making  students  dig  a  little  bit  deeper  into 
their  pockets  and  looking  a  little  bit  harder  for  change  in 
the  sofa  cushions.

The  thought  of  those  attacks  is  still  easily  triggered 
in  some  students'  minds  at  UL  Lafayette. 

To  many  citizens,  we  were  once  thought  of  as  the 
"untouchables"  and  moreover,  homeland  security  was  a 
phrase  virtually  unheard  of.  Now  it  is  one  of  the  hottest 
topics  in  Congress.  As  the  threat  of  future  attacks  linger, 
this  question  is  still  left  unanswered  to  the  general  public: 
how  safe  are  we? 

According  to  a  Nov.  25,  2002  article  by  Adam  Entous 
(Reuters),  President  Bush  warned  American  citizens  to 
stay  cautious  because  he  could  not  guarantee  safety. 

"With  a  vast  nation  to  defend,  we  can  neither  predict 
nor  prevent  every  conceivable  attack,  and  in  a  free  and 
open  sodet}',  no  department  of  government  can  completely 
guarantee  our  safety,"  Bush  said  at  an  address  after  he 
signed  the  new  Homeland  Security  Bill.  To  this  newly 
created  branch.  President  Bush  appointed  Tom  Ridge  as 
Director  of  Homeland  Security. 

Closer  to  home,  some  students  at  UL  Lafayette  are 
very  shaky  since  Sept.  11,  and  question  the  efforts  the 
government  is  taking  to  prepare  for  or  even  prevent  a 
second  attack. 

"I  don't  feel  safe  because  more  and  more  information 
is  released  telling  us  that  the  FBI  knew  months  before 
Sept.  11  about  the  attacks,  and  they  didn't  do  anything 
about  it,"  Blaize  Watts,  visual  arts  junior,  said.  "Every 
time  I  see  a  plane  fly  around,  I  wonder  if  it  is  going  to  hit. 
I  reaUv  don't  feel  safe  around  campus  because  the  planes 
are  al\\'aN's  fl>Tng  low  seeing  as  we  are  so  dose  to  the  airport." 

"I  think  the  government  hides  a  lot  of  things  and 
should  inform  the  population  of  e\'er\'thing  that  is  going 
on,"  said  Michael  Addison,  a  communications  graduate 
student.  "I  don't  really  feel  safe  if  I  don't  know  what's 
going  on."

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During  the  last  year  many  companies  have  failed  to  protect  investors  by 
disregarding  laws  and  manipulating  corporate  accounts.  John  Morgan,  a 
certified  financial  planner  for  Raymond  James  Financial  Services,  believes, 
"The  effect  of  corporate  scandal  on  the  average  American  has  been  that  it 
destroyed  virtually  all  remaining  confidence  in  the  U.S.  markets  and  put  into 
question  the  institute  of  capitalism  itself." 

The  most  popular  corporate  scandal  of  the  year  was  the  collapse  of  Enron, 
one  of  the  leading  energy  companies  in  the  United  States.  Enron  was  investigated 
for  off  the  book  partnerships,  which  allowed  the  company  to  hide  debt  inflate 
profits.  Another  high  profile  corporate  scandal  concerned  Martha  Stewart  who 
was  investigated  for  insider  trading.  Other  scandals  that  received  national 
attention  were,  Kmart  improperly  accounting  for  vendor  allowances  and 
WorldCom,  which  hid  almost  4  million  dollars  in  expenses. 

Joli  Leblanc,  an  English  major,  said,  "I  think  that  the  government  should  be 
more  watchful  of  companies  that  have  millions  of  dollars.  The  temptation  is 
so  great  to  those  in  high  positions  and  some  people  just  can't  be  trusted." 

To  restore  faith  in  investors  the  government  created  the  Sarbanes-Oxley 
Act  to  prevent  corruption  in  major  corporations.  This  act  requires  tougher 
CEO  and  CFO  certifications,  along  with  new  rules  for  personal  loans  to  directors 
and  executive  officers.  It  also  requires  companies  to  have  independent  audit 
companies  so  there  is  no  leniency. 

Although  the  Sarbanes-Oxley  Act  has  comforted  some  investors,  it  has  also 
raised  some  concerns  to  market  participants.  The  American  Capital  Markets 
are  based  on  self-regulation,  which  means  little  or  no  government  participation. 
With  the  new  act  in  place  businesses  and  investors  will  see  an  increase  in 
government  involvement. 

Adam  White,  an  industrial  design  major,  said,  "It  really  makes  me  think. 
We  are  going  to  be  in  the  business  world  soon  and  I  wonder  if  the  scandals 
will  in  some  way  effect  us  and  the  companies  we  will  work  for."

The  UL  Lafayette  community  has  been  on  high  alert  this 
year  during  the  high  profile  Louisiana  Serial  Killer  case.  However, 
University  Police  Chief  Corporal  Keith  Kellar  would  like  to 
warn  students  to  be  aware  of  all  danger,  ^^^jjj^ 

"The  serial  killer  is  not  the  only  person  out  there  who  can 
be  a  threat  to  them  [students],  so  they  need  to  take  the  attitude 
that  they  will  be  more  responsible  for  staying  safe,"  said  Kellar. 

The  Code  Blue  Ughts  pro\ade  emergency  contact  to  the  police. 
The  lights  can  be  found  in  six  places  on  campus:  Dupre  Library, 
McLaurin  Hall,  McNaspy  Stadium,  the  student  side  and  the 
press  box  side  of  Cajun  Field  and  on  Sorority  Row.  Dean  of 
Students  Edward  Pratt  encouraged  students  to  be  knowledgeable 
about  the  whereabouts  of  the  emergency  lights. 

"When  they  first  went  up,  it  was  unbelievable,"  said  Pratt. 
"Everybody  knew  about  it.  Now,  you  just  see  this  thing  on 
campus  and  you  pass  by  it  and  take  it  for  granted;  they  [students] 
don't  even  know  what  it  is." 

The  2001  crime  statistics  were  generally  down  from  previous 
years  with  the  exceptions  of  simple  assault,  up  two,  motor 
vehicle  theft,  up  six,  and  arson,  up  four.

of  our  campus  community  also,"  said  Kellar.  "If  you  look 
nationally,  you'll  see  we  have  very  low  crime  stats." 

And  what  do  UL  Lafayette  students  have  to  say  about  campus 
safet)'?  Uday  Keric,  a  graduate  student  in  computer  science, 
had  his  confidence  in  campus  safety  shaken. 

"Some  of  my  friends  were  mugged  at  Madison  Hall,"  said 
Keric.  "It's  been  a  bit  unsafe  these  days.  I  was  shocked.  Before 
that,  I  always  thought  it  was  safe  out  here.  Nowadays  I  feel 
a  bit  cautious." 

However,  most  students  have  not  had  personal  crime  ejq^erienoes. 
Angelina  Seroggs,  a  senior  in  management,  said  that  as  long 
as  there  are  other  students  around  her,  she  feels  safe,  and  according 
to  Pratt,  safety  in  numbers  could  be  UL  Lafayette  students' 
best  safet)'  measure. 

"We're  asking  all  students  to  band  together  and  use  their 
pairs  of  eyes,"  said  Pratt.  "There's  17,000  pairs  of  eyes  watching, 
ready  to  report,  ready  to  scream  and  yell."

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It  is  a  scandal  that  surfaced  in  the  northeastern  comer  of 
the  United  States  in  early  2002,  but  within  weeks  it  spread 
across  the  country,  and  even  overseas  to  Great  Britain  and 
mainland  Europe  -  sexual  abuse  by  Catholic  priests. 

It  is  a  dilemma  that  a  nearly  2000  year-old  organization 
has  been  facing  since  it  began.  By  April  27,  2002, 176  priests 
were  removed  in  28  states. 

In  the  Boston  Archdiocese  alone,  it  has  cost  the  Catholic 
Church  more  than  $40  million  in  legal  settlements  so  far. 
That  figure  could  one  day  soar  to  over  $100  million. 

Some  blame  homosexuality.  Some  blame  the  church 
doctrine  of  ceUbacy.  StiU  others  chalk  it  up  to  mental  illness. 

UL  Lafayette  students  had  their  own  share  of  feelings 
on  the  crisis  within  in  the  Catholic  Church  that  came  to  a 
grinding  halt  this  year. 

Senior  French  major  Sidney  Savoie  is  an  active  member 
in  UL  Lafayette's  Our  Lady  of  Wisdom  Catholic  Church. 

"I  was  skeptical  at  first  because  of  society's  disrespect 
and  contempt  for  Christianity,"  Savoie  explained.  "Then  I 
was  shocked  at  those  who  would  actually  commit  such  a  crime." 

After  the  initial  shock,  Savoie  said,  he  grew  disappointed 
at  certain  people  within  the  church  who  were  responsible 
for  the  abuse,  but  he  also  added  that  this  scandal  "in  no  way 
affected  [his]  faith  in  the  Catholic  Church." 

"The  scandal  occurred  because  some  of  its  members  were 
extremely  weak  in  regards  to  temptation,"  Savoie  stated. 

Junior  business  management  major  Mitzi  Benoit  is  a 
Retreat  Team  Leader  and  member  of  UL  Lafayette's  Newman 
Club  chapter  (a  Catholic  student  orgairization). 

Benoit  says  she  first  heard  of  the  scandal  through  the 
media.  "There  was  a  lot  of  negative  things  being  said  about 
the  church,"  Benoit  said,  "but  just  because  a  few  priests 
were  at  fault,  you  can't  judge  the  whole  church.  Just  like 
you  can't  judge  an  entire  society  as  bad  just  because  there 
are  some  people  who  do  bad  things." 

"Personally,  nothing  changed  for  me  after  I  found  out 
about  the  scandal,"  Benoit  explained.  'Tt  made  me  sad,  but 
my  relationship  with  the  church  and  with  God  wasn't 
altered.  Things  like  that  are  going  to  happen,  but  my 
relationship  with  God  doesn't  need  to  change  because  of 
that.  I  still  go  to  church." 

As  Savoie  and  Benoit  portrayed,  most  Catholics  still 
remain  supportive  of  their  church  and  choose  not  to  let  the 
recent  crisis  affect  their  faith.

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Open  doors  to  the  world  have  created  an 
increasingly  diversified  population  in  the 
United  States.  The  benefits  of  such  diversity 
have  continually  outweighed  any  negative 
consequences  of  U.S.  immigration  policies.

Especially  since  many  different  religions  are 
often  represented  at  public  events.  Still, 
some  people  are  more  adamant  where  prayer 
is  concerned. 

"NO!"  declared  Bandy  L.  without  a  second 
thought,  "there  are  churches  for  that.  "Brandy 
feels  prayer  is  something  sacred  and  private 
that  should  be  done  in  reverence  and  solitude. 

UL  Lafayette's  diversity  continued  to 
be  evident  as  others  eloquently  expressed 
their  views. 

"In  this  nation  [public  prayer]  is  a  violation 
of  all  peoples'  rights"  stated  Madeline  Cummings. 
She  went  on  to  say,  "The  closest  thing  to 
prayer  that  I  feel  acceptable  is  a  moment  of 
meditation  or  silence."

Beyond  the  sentiments  of  local  students,  the 
issue  of  public  prayer  has  reached  national  forums. 
In  an  article  entitled  "Court  Sacks  Pre-Game  Prayers", 
Supreme  Court  Justice  John  Paul  Stevens  stated 
prayer  in  public  schools  and  elsewhere  should 
comport  with  the  First  Amendment.  The  article 
reported  "by  a  6-3  vote,  the  high  court  in  Washington 
declared  that  allowing  a  student  to  deliver  a  Christian 
prayer  over  the  loudspeaker  before  kickoff,  violates 
the  constitutional  requirements  on  separation  of  the 
church  and  state." 

Though  it  is  doubtful  this  ruling  will  end  the 
debate  over  allowing  prayer  in  public  places,  it 
presents  a  valid  argument  toward  the  intention 
of  the  United  States'  founders  -  to  allow  people 
of  all  religions  to  remain  free  from  religious 
persecution  and  discrimination.

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February  12,  2003  was  the  day,  cola  for  opinions  was  the  deal.  The 
L'Acadien  yearbook  staff  set  up  a  table  and  asked  random  students  to  try 
three  unidentified  colas,  labeled  one,  two  and  three.  The  goal:  lo  finally 
end  the  debate  about  which  Coke  product  is  really  the  best,  Coca-Cola, 
Cherry  Coke  or  Vanilla  Coke.  After  tasting  all  three,  students  filled  out  a 
survey  saying  which  one  they  liked  best  and  why. 

The  results  showed  38  percent  of  students  preferred  the  original,  30 
percent  favored  cherry  and  28  percent  chose  vanilla.  There  was  4  percent 
who  didn't  like  any  of  the  choices. 

Cherry  Coke  was  disguised  as  cola  number  one  during  the  taste  test. 
April  Miller,  a  junior,  perferred  cola  number  one  because,  "It  has  cherry 
undertones."  Meghan  Dooley,  a  junior,  chose  number  one  also,  because 
it,  "taste  like  a  flavorful  party  in  my  mouth."  The  most  common  reason 
for  selecting  cherry  cola  as  a  favorite  was,  "it  tastes  like  cherries." 

Cola  number  two  was  a  disguised  bottle  of  Coca-Cola.  Most  students 
chose  cola  number  two  because  it  wasn't  as  sweet  as  the  other  two  colas. 
Susan  Hayward,  a  freshman,  picked  original  flavored  cola  as  her  favorite 
because  of,  "the  strong  taste  and  it's  refreshing."  Another  student  who 
preferred  original  cola  was  Elmore  Spencer,  who  thought,  "one  tasted  too 
much  like  cherry,  and  three  tasted  too  creamy." 

Vanilla  Coke  was  hidden  as  cola  number  three.  Kayd  Gauthier,  a  freshman, 
wrote,  "Love  the  sweet  taste,  "  Jami  Williams,  picked  number  three  because, 
"It  had  a  vanilla  flavor  and  I  was  parched."  Another  student.  Heather 
Hebert,  wrote  her  reason  for  selecting  number  three  was,  "The  others 
tasted  more  like  diet  coke." 

Students  have  spoken  and  the  results  are  clear:  sometimes  the  latest 
and  greatest  isn't  all  that  great  afterall.  In  this  case,  UL  Lafayette  students 
appreciate  the  taste  of  a  classic. 
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"I  pledge  allegiance  to  the  flag  of  the  United 
States  of  America..."  Most  of  us  have  said 
these  words  as  we  placed  our  right  hand  across 
our  hearts  at  sporting  events,  in  our  public  school 
classrooms  or  at  other  public  events.  Never 
before  in  history  has  anyone  publicly  filed 
suit,  claiming  these  words  to  be  offensive,  that 
is,  not  until  the  summer  of  2002. 

On  June  26,  2002,  the  9th  U.S.  Circuit  Court 
of  Appeals  announced  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance 
was  unconstitutional  and  therefore  should  not 
be  used  in  schools.  Michael  Newdow,  an  atheist, 
filed  the  suit  claiming  the  phrase  "under  God" 
violates  basic  constitutional  rights  of  separation 
of  church  and  state. 

The  9th  Circuit  Court  ruled  in  favor  of 
Newdow.  The  U.S.  Congress,  however, 
disapproved.  Immediately  following  the 
decision,  lawmakers  formally  rejected  it,  and 
the  Senate  voted  99-0  in  favor  of  leaving  the 
pledge  unchanged. 
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The  original  pledge,  which  did  not  contain 
the  phrase  in  question,  was  written  in  1892  for 
a  popular  family  magazine.  Then  in  1954, 
President  Eisenhower  approved  the  congressional 
addition  of  "under  God."  Since  then,  the  pledge 
has  remained  unchanged.  If  the  common  adage 
"history  repeats  itself"  has  any  ring  of  truth  to  it, 
though,  American  citizens  are  likely  to  see  additional 
changes  in  the  pledge,  as  two  have  already  been 
made  since  its  creation. 

This  controversy  has  sparked  much  public 
debate.  Lafayette  citizens  and  UL  Lafayette 
students  have  their  own  share  of  opinions. 

Marie-Isabelle  Pautz,  a  history  and  political 
science  major  said,  "Perhaps  we  shouldn't  be 
looking  to  a  resolution  so  soon.  It's  a  chance  for 
us  to  reexamine  how  respect  for  the  rights  of  the 
individual  and  diversity  can  happen,  a  chance  to 
reexamine  who  we  are."

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Cold,  cheerless  halls  and  cramped  bedrooms  await  many  UL  Lafayette  students 
coming  home  from  an  exhausting  day  of  classes.  The  dorms  unfortunately  are  not 
always  the  most  welcoming  place  to  come  home  to. 

On  one  hand,  students  can  not  deny  the  benefit  of  location  residence  halls 
provide.  But  on  the  other,  students  are  subject  to  off  beat  rules  and  mediocre  living 
conditions.  They  are  discouraged  from  opening  their  windows  and  can  not  even  sit 
outside  without  being  scolded  for  loitering. 

Complaints  are  diverse  from  students.  "The  big  problem,"  declares  Liz 
Anderson,  a  senior  in  geology  and  chemistry,  "is  the  rules."  Residents  must 
constantly  escort  male  visitors,  even  to  the  bathroom,  and  males  must  to  leave  at  a 
relatively  early  hour.  Even  worse,  Anderson  affirms,  is  all  dormitories  do  not 
enforce  these  rules  equally. 

Residence  Hall  Association  president  Trumaine  Thomas  responded,  "Each  dorm 
has  the  same  rules  and  regulations.  Students  find  ways  to  go  around  that." 

Thomas,  a  sophomore  in  psychology,  also  noted  some  dorms  have  much  heavier 
traffic,  especially  the  Conference  Center  (containing  a  student  computer  lab).  This 
traffic  makes  it  nearly  impossible  to  monitor  who  is  supposed  to  be  there. 

Residents  can  hear  music,  yelling,  trumpet  practice  and  street  traffic  in  their 
rooms,  making  it  difficult  to  study  or  even  to  sleep.  Many  also  complain  of  the  meal 
plan  they  are  required  to  purchase.  They  do  not  have  the  option  of  cooking  for 
themselves  or  eating  off  campus. 

Despite  the  students'  belief  that  they  do  not  exactly  get  what  they  pay  for,  most 
agree  that  campus  living  is  something  everyone  should  experience.  Henri  Dugas 
IV,  a  computer  science  senior,  says,  "There's  nothing  that  a  HEPA  filter,  some 
incense,  which  is  illegal,  and  an  optimistic  personality  won't  take  care  of."

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To  some,  it  is  the  root  of  all  evil.  To  others,  it  is  the  driving  force  behind  their  personal  goals  and  motivations. 
To  UL  Lafayette  students,  it  is  hard  to  come  by.  But  no  matter  how  you  look  at  it,  money  is  everywhere. 

In  the  "good  old  days,"  as  college  students'  parents  like  to  refer  to  their  own  epoch,  things  were 
affordable,  including  college.  Nowadays  though,  it  is  becoming  increasingly  challenging  for  college 
students  to  balance  the  rigor  of  school,  and  the  financial  responsibilities  that  accompany  moving  out, 
having  a  car  and  even  having  a  social  life. 

However,  with  the  funding  Louisiana  TOPS  has  provided  for  students  in  recent  years,  at  least  the 
question  of  tuition  has  become  a  little  less  pressing  for  some.  In  an  effort  to  give  Louisiana  high  school 
students  an  incentive  to  succeed  and  go  to  college,  TOPS  has  awarded  an  estimated  $416,788,666  since  1998.

Why,  you  might  wonder?  Her  parents  help  her  out  monthly  and  TOPS  covers  her  tuition.  "I'm  frivolous 
with  it.

Senior  English  major  Jeanne  St-Romain  has  an  easy  answer  when  it  comes  to  money.  "Seventy-five 
cents  for  a  loaf  of  bread  at  Wal-Mart.  And  lots  of  eggs,"  she  says  with  a  laugh.  On  a  more  serious  note, 
however,  St-Romain  does  depend  on  her  job  for  financial  stability.  "My  mom's  my  roommate,  but  I  pay 
rent,"  she  explains.  "But  at  least  my  school's  paid  for!" 

"I  have  a  Meemaw  fund,"  offers  Brittany  Guillory,  a  senior  in  elementary  education,  referring  to  a 
trust  fund.  "But  it  only  applies  when  I'm  in  school."  In  addition  to  the  trust,  Guillory  also  has  TOPS  and 
her  parents  help  her  with  other  expenses  such  as  insurance  and  gas. 

There  is  certainly  a  moral  to  be  learned  from  these  three  students:  TOPS  and  parents.  Without  them, 
school  might  have  just  become  a  burden  that  was  more  trouble  than  it  was  worth.

"A  Few  Words  about  War  and  Truth" 

It  is  too  soon  to  evaluate  the  consequences  of  identifying  an  "axis 
of  evil"  between  East  Asia  and  North  Africa.  Much  depends 
on  whether  a  significant  stockpile  of  nuclear,  chemical  and 
biological  weapons  is  found  ready  for  use  in  Mesopotamia,  and  on 
whether  democracy  American-style  will  be  established  in  Baghdad; 
much  depends  on  the  success  of  diplomacy  on  the  Korean 
peninsula.  If  the  expense  of  the  war  at  the  mid-point  of  the  axis  had 
been  applied  to  a  domestic  hydrogen  economy,  we  would  by  now 
have  been  on  the  road  to  rendering  the  oil-tyrants  of  the  Middle 
East  irrelevant  in  world  affairs.  A  correlative  aim  of  the  war—to 
disenfranchise  regimes  around  the  world  based  on  hereditary 
privilege,  spiritual  incantation,  or  whimsical  violence—could  in 
this  way  have  been  achieved  without  loss  of  life. 

We  may  have  more  important  wars  to  fight.  There  is  the  War 
on  Potholes,  the  fight  against  a  decaying  national  transportation 
infrastructure;  the  War  on  Breast  Cancer  and  Prostate  Cancer,  where 
universal  screening  could  save  thousands  of  lives;  the  War  on  Dangling 
Modifiers  and  Turgid  Topic  Sentences,  which  along  with  the  War 
against  Slurred  Speech  might  return  dignity  to  press  conferences 
animated  by  high  public  officials.  These  noble  struggles  would

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dramatically  improve  our  life.  They  are  well  suited  to  the  talents 
of  an  army  of  high-school  graduates. 

Institutions  of  higher  learning  around  the  world  unite  in  insisting 
on  the  exercise  of  reason.  They  follow  Socrates  by  seeking  new 
knowledge  and  new  sensibilities,  and  they  freely  circulate  the  results 
of  their  search.  They  judge  staff  and  students  by  disciplinary  norms 
that  involve  mastery  of  accepted  wisdom,  originality,  honesty,  and 
equanimity;  they  do  not  judge  performance  on  personal  loyalty, 
heart-rate,  eye-color,  or  cut  of  clothes.  In  the  present  time,  with 
its  mania  for  jihad  and  crusade,  people  in  universities  constitute 
the  'thin  red  line'  that  separates  civilization  from  barbarism. 

The  criminal  acts  of  September  11, 2001-explicit  challenges  to  the 
Enlightenment's  dedication  to  reason-remind  people  in  an 
academic  setting  about  their  moral  obligation  to  express  solidarity 
with  colleagues  who  work  elsewhere,  under  difficult  economic 
and  political  circumstances,  to  generate  new  ideas.  Our  democracy 
recognizes  that  war  is  too  unsettling  to  be  left  entirely  with  professional 
kiUers.  Because  university  people  are  privileged  to  lead  a  contemplative 
hie,  they  are  well  situated  to  provide  an  informed  and  dispassionate 
opinion  about  issues  of  war  and  peace.  Courageous  academics, 
Andrei  Sakharov  and  Linus  Pauling,  played  a  key  role  in  establishing 
the  'Long  Peace'  of  the  Cold  War  through  their  active  participation 
in  movements  like  the  Pugwash  conferences.  The  chances  are  that 
a  professor  nearby  is  a  Nobel  laureate  by  virtue  of  belonging  to  one 
of  the  international  organizations  honored  with  a  Peace  prize,  over 
the  past  50  years,  for  bringing  people  together. 

In  a  world  overflowing  with  perfidy,  avarice,  cruelty,  and  stupidity, 
universities  represent  the  best  environment  for  imagining  a  better 
future.  With  this  notion  in  mind,  we  might  strive  to  make  our  own 
institution  reflect  our  broader  hopes  by  acting  in  a  transparent, 
reasonable,  democratic,  and  equitable  manner.

Ask  UL  Lafayette  students  about  sex  and  watch  their  reactions 
range  from  pink  cheeks,  incredulous  stares,  sighs  of  disgust,  giggles, 
grins  and  bursts  of  laughter.

Another  UL  student  got  "the  talk"  from  his  father  in  fifth  grade 
during  a  visit  to  the  Aquarium  of  the  Americas  in  New  Orleans.  "When 
we  got  to  the  penguin  exhibit,  they  were,  you  know,  doing  their  business," 
he  explains.  "My  dad  looked  at  me,  then  sat  me  down  right  there  in 
front  of  the  penguins  and  told  me  all  about  what  they  were  doing." 
This  was  not  exactly  the  visual  aid  he  expected  surrounding  such 
a  conversation.  "I'll  never  think  of  the  aquarium  in  the  same  way 
again,"  he  adds. 

To  another  student,  being  pregnant  was  contagious.  "When  I  was 
five,  my  best  friend's  sister  was  pregnant.  One  day  I  was  drinking 
some  chocolate  milk  and  she  took  a  sip.  I  thought  I  was  going  to 
catch  what  she  had."  Although  he  obviously  never  came  down  with 
"pregnant,"  he  avoided  drinking  and  eating  after  pregnant  women 
for  a  few  more  years  until  he  learned  the  truth. 

Adults  often  consider  children  to  be  naive  when  it  comes  to  sex, 
love  and  pregnancy.  Although  these  three  students'  responses  tend 
to  demonstrate  the  innocence  of  childhood  naivete,  they  also  testify 
to  the  fact  that  children  often  notice  much  more  about  sex  than  we 
give  them  credit  for.

President  Bush  addressed  the  nation  on  March  19,  2003  to  declare  war  with  Iraq 
and  engage  in  Operation  Iraqi  Freedom.  Bush  said,  "My  fellow  citizens,  at  this 
hour,  American  and  coalition  forces  are  in  the  early  stages  of  military  operations 
to  disarm  Iraq,  to  free  its  people  and  to  defend  the  world  from  grave  danger." 

Danger  that  stems  from  Iraq's  President  Sadaam  Hussein  who  has  ruled  the 
country  for  over  30  years.  Supporting  the  United  States  in  the  effort  is  Britain  and 
more  than  35  other  countries. 

With  war  comes  casualties  from  both  military  personnel  and  ci\' ilians.  President 
Bush  said,  "Millions  of  Americans  are  praying  with  you  [families  of  the  military] 
for  the  safety  of  your  loved  ones  and  the  protection  of  the  innocent." 

400,000  military  troops  were  deployed  to  fight  the  war.  Bright  yellow  ribbons 
dressed  trees  around  America  and  "We  support  Our  Troops"  signs  stand  in  yards. 
However,  dozens  of  anti-war  rallies  and  protests  occurred  around  the  world. 

Troops  face  a  land  thousands  of  miles  from  home  filled  with  enemies  prepared 
to  kill  them  -  perhaps  possessing  biological  or  chemical  weapons.  At  press  time 
no  such  substances  have  been  used,  but  military  officials  said  they  wiU  be  prepared. 

This  is  important  as  reports  announce  that  the  Iraqi  Republic  Guard  and  other 
Iraqi  forces  are  more  prepared  than  head  military  personnel  initially  thought. 
"The  enemy  we're  fighting,"  said  Army  Liet.  General  WUliam  Wallace,  "is  different 
from  the  one  we'd  war-gamed  against." 

Yet  in  mid-April  2003  celebrations  occurred  in  the  streets  of  Iraq  as  some  Iraqi 
civilians  and  even  Republic  Guard  members  stomped  on  the  statue  of  Sadaam 
Hussein.  Efforts  to  rebuild  Iraq  after  the  the  last  war  campaigns  will  take  years 
to  complete. 

Events  occur  daily  which  provide  an  influx  of  ever-chaning  information,  but 
White  House  officials  make  their  goal  clear.  In  his  address  from  the  Oval  Office 
President  Bush  stated,  "I  assure  you,  this  will  not  be  a  campaign  of  half  measures, 
and  we  will  accept  no  outcome  but  victory."

Judicial  Committee 


The  Judicial  Branch  is  the  newest  addition  to  the 
Student  Government  Association.  Developed  to  assist 
and  complement  the  executive  and  legislative  branches, 
it  consists  of  seven  justices. 

David  Maldc)nado,  a  former  S(JA  Senator,  currently 
serx'es  as  Chief  Justice  of  the  Judicial  Branch.  Maldt)nado 
said  this  third  branch  was  desperately  needed  because 
"[the]  SGA  was  overwhelmed,  the  duties  became  too 
much,  things  got  overlooked." 

All  justices  are  appointed  after  a  review  of  submitted 
applications.  Once  appointed,  members  serve  until 
graduation.  Maldonado  said  this  process  guarantees 
there  is  always  experienced  members  on  the  committee. 

The  main  functions  of  the  Judicial  Branch  are 
divided  among  three  subcommittees  -  the  elections 
committee,  the  fee  oversight  committee  and  the 
finance  committee. 

The  elections  committee  interprets  the  SGA's  rules 
governing  campaigning  to  ensure  fair  elections.  While 
the  fee  oversight  committee  analyzes  student  assessed 
fees  and  determines  whether  funds  are  necessary  and 
whether  they  are  being  used  properly. 

As  for  the  finance  committee,  justices  are  responsible 
for  overseeing  spending  of  campus  organizations  to 
ensure  allocated  funds  are  not  abused. 

"I  believe  the  SGA  is  important  for  the  university, 
to  represent  students  as  best  as  we  can.  The  judicial 
branch  enhances  that,  [it]  makes  sure  students  are  on 
the  receiving  end  of  our  work,"  Maldonado  said.

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They  were  the  first  smiles  you  saw  when 
you  stepped  foot  on  campus  as  a  freshman  -  the 
Student  Orientation  Staff  (S.O.S.).  And  each  year 
they  work  for  months  to  welcome  new  students 
to  the  university. 

The  staff  is  formed  in  December  by  a  selection 
committee  who  carefully  selects  each  member 
from  the  group  of  applicants.  In  preparation  for 
the  coming  summer  orientations  the  staff  attends 
a  semester  long  course  and  orientation  retreat. 

St)  by  the  time  the  first  freshman  arrives,  S.O.S. 
volunteers  can  give  a  campus  tour  walking 
backward,  cite  every  university  fact  imaginable 
and  can  even  help  new  students  understand  the 
scheduling  process. 

Year  after  year,  this  dedicated  bunch  comes 
to  school  during  the  summer,  when  others  are 
catching  rays,  to  introduce  students  to  the  place 
the  S.O.S.  volunteers  call  home.

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Americorps  was  founded  nationally 
in  1993  under  the  administration  of 
President  Clinton.  The  UL  Lafayette 
chapter  was  established  in  1995. 

'TJL  [Lafayette]  got  a  chapter  quickly/' 
said  Dr.  Griff  Blake  wood,  head  of  the 
renewable  resources  department. 
Americorps  falls  under  Blakewood's 
administration  since  becoming  UL 
Lafayette's  Dean  of  Community  Service 
in  2002. 

"Americorps  is  much  like  the  Peace 
Corps,  only  on  a  domestic  level," 
explained  Blakewood.  "It  provides  a 
monthly  stipend  and  an  educational 
award  for  students  who  serve  a  full  term." 

Student  volunteers  participate  in 
community  service  projects  such  as 
running  a  tutoring  center  in  Lafayette, 
coastal  restoration,  tree  plantings  and 
food  shelters. 

"[Americorps]  basically  provides 
readily  available  labor  for  organizations 
who  need  it,"  said  Blakewood. 

Senior  journalism  major  Lindsay 
Stohlman  completed  her  two  year 
Americorps  term  in  the  summer  of 
2002.  "I  joined  Americorps  because  1 
wanted  to  do  something  for  my  community, 
to  help  other  people,"  Stohlman  said.

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agin'  Cajun  athletics  has  fought  the  long  battle  to  become  a  recognized, 
even  feared  name  in  collegiate  sporting.  The  battle  is  far  from  over. 

In  2002-2003,  the  Ragin'  Cajuns  would  storm  into  the  academic  year  with 
a  fresh  start.  Six  coaches  were  replaced  and  new  blood  flowed  through  the 
veins  of  UL  Lafayette  athletics.  Hopes  were  high  and  so  was  event  attendance. 

New  head  football  coach  Rickey  Bustle  would  fire  up  the  year  with  the 
slogan,  "Bustle  Up,  It's  A  New  Game!" 

As  the  fall  developed  into  winter,  soccer  would  move  up  to  the  bigger 
greens  of  Cajun  Field  and  prove  that  they  deserve  to  be  there,  as  the  volleyball 
squad  worked  hard  with  very  few  players  to  break  in  their  new  coach.  The 
cheerleaders  would  begin  rebuilding  the  squad  for  competition  and  the 
Ragin'  Jazz  would  show  promise  on  their  road  to  competition,  as  they  both 
showed  what  they  had  by  encouraging  others.  Football  would  show  little 
numbers  on  the  scoreboards,  but  a  lot  of  heart  on  the  field.  As  the  winter 
fell,  there  was  a  promise  of  better  times  to  come. 

After  the  holidays,  men's  basketball  would  put  the  fans  back  in  the  stands 
with  an  undefeated  home  winning  streak  [except  for  that  last  game],  but  the 
season  wovild  end  with  post-season  losses.  Women's  basketball  would  struggle 
with  a  new  coaching  strategy,  and  prepare  for  the  beginning  of  a  good  team. 
Golf  would  play  a  season  of  slump  and  were  unable  to  capitalize  on  their 
potential.  Track  and  field  would  suffer  the  huge  loss  of  runner  John  Melvin 
who  died  on  Feb.  17,  2003.  They  worked  hard  and  performed  in  a  great  way 
under  the  direction  of  a  fresh  head  coach.  Men's  tennis  would  play  the  best 
season  in  years,  but  the  women's  tennis  squad  would  fall  to  injury. 

To  conclude  the  athletic  year,  baseball  would  host  the  Sun  Belt  Conference 
Tournament,  but  fall  in  the  championship  game.  Softball  would  travel  all  the  way 
to  the  College  World  Series  for  a  season  not  to  be  soon  forgotten. 

Great  things  can  be  expected  of  the  Cajuns  in  the  future  and  2002-2003 
is  truly  an  indicator  of  the  Cajun  ability  to  rise  up  from  the  ashes  and  identify 
in  a  unique  way.

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Ihe  University  of  Louisiana  at  Lafayette  has  been  going  through 
an  identity  crisis  over  the  past  10  years. 

The  university  realized  it  needed  a  logo  to  call  its  own.  Not  just 
any  logo,  but  one  the  school  and  its  fans  could  be  proud  of. 

In  the  late  1980's,  UL  Lafayette  (then  USL)  relied  on  a  single,  dated 
logo  for  its  sports  broadcasting.  It  was  at  that  time  the  university  set 
up  its  licensing.  The  script  "Ragin'  Cajuns"  was  strewn  across  the 
outline  of  the  state  of  Louisiima  and  it  was  called  the  logo.  The  uniqueness 
of  that  nickname  became  our  grounds  for  identity. 

"If  you  were  to  ask  someone,  'do  you  know  of  the  University  of 
Southwestern  Louisiana?'  they  may  be  confused,"  says  Julie  Simon- 
Dronet  diretor  of  public  realtions  and  news  services.  "But,  if  you  say, 
'have  you  heard  of  the  Ragin'  Cajuns?'  they'll  probably  remember  it," 
says  Simon-Dronet,  also  director  of  licensing. 

In  the  1990's,  USL  decided  to  step  up  the  logo.  The  task  was  denoted 
to  the  public  relations  and  news  services  office  and  funded  by  the 
alumni  association. 

A  consensus  was  formed  to  create  a  hip  logo  and  Shawn  Michael 
Edwards,  one  of  the  nations  top  graphic  artist  firms,  was  contracted 
for  the  job.  The  funding  came  from  the  reinvestment  of  royalties  the 
alumni  association  had  collected  over  the  years.  A  committee  of  students, 
athletes,  fans,  alumni,  faculty  and  staff  was  involved  over  a  year  to 
help  generate  ideas  for  the  logo. 

The  burning  Ragin'  Cajuns  image  was  the  product.  All  new  logos 
were  to  be  unified  by  the  fleur  de  leis  image,  which  would  serve  as 
a  reminder  of  the  past  and  a  link  to  the  future. 

"We  knew  one  thing,  that  was  that  we  did  not  want  to  change  our 
culture.  The  fleur  de  leis  was  always  part  of  the  scheme  since  the  first 
university  crest  back  in  1926,"  said  Dronet. 

Dr.  Ray  Authement,  president  of  UL  Lafayette  thought  the  flaming 
logo  with  a  unifying  fleur  de  leis  and  hand-drawn,  custom  lettering 
was  not  enough.  He  felt  the  culture  had  to  be  included,  and  the  best 
way  to  do  this  was  with  food.  Cayenne  the  Ragin'  Pepper  was  born, 
and  since  then,  the  pepper  has  become  the  apostrophe  at  the  end 
of  "Ragin'." 

"The  pepper  was  our  biggest  surprise  out  of  the  process. . .  that  was 
the  last  element  added  and  the  most  popular  of  all,"  said  Dronet. 

The  new  logos  have  taken  off  and  are  one  of  the  most  expensive 
logo  campaigns  in  the  nation.  People  are  excited  about  the  logos  and 
merchandise  purchases  have  quickly  paid  for  its  creation. 

Bearing  the  UL  Lafayette  "Pepper"  on  a  tattered,  old,  red  hat  Matthew 
Baker,  a  junior  in  Architecture  said,  "It'll  work." 
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lagin'  Cajun  baseball  would  begin  the  season  performing  with 
unprecedented  struggle,  but  battle  the  game  to  the  last  inning  and 
finish  off  with  satisfaction. 

The  Cajun's  season  would  start  very  slow  with  a  7-20  record  by  mid 
March,  before  taking  a  drastic  turnaround  to  round  out  the  season  at 
30-30.  "When  we  beat  Tulane  at  home  was  definitely  the  moment  of 
do  or  die  for  our  team,"  said  Cajun  head  coach  Tony  Robichaux. 

After  an  early  season  slump,  the  Cajun's  were  able  to  make  the  most 
of  a  bad  situation  and  drive  the  team  toward  the  Sun  Belt  tournament 
to  which  they  were  to  play  host.  The  team  would  mirror  their  early 
season  record  to  20-7  after  the  Tulane  game  up  until  a  three  game  stretch 
with  South  Alabama  that  would  round  out  their  regular  season  at 
29-29,  15-9  in  the  Sun  Belt.  "I  can  say  that  these  guys  never  quit," 
said  Robichaux. 

The  Cajun's  would  play  host  to  the  Sun  Belt  Conference  Tournament 
and  perform  well,  but  not  well  enough  to  take  home  the  title.  The 
Cajun's  would  fall  in  both  games  to  tournament  champion  Middle 
Tennessee.  "We  had  so  much  life  sucked  out  of  us  throughout  the  season 
after  battling  back  to  get  to  .500  after  a  7-20  start,  that  the  effort  it 
took  to  come  back  from  the  loser's  bracket  just  caught  up  with  us," 
stated  Robichaux. 

The  Cajun's  will  graduate  seniors  Danny  McMurtry,  Bryan  Sneed, 
Jason  Wilson,  Andy  Gros  and  Dan  Reed.  The  Cajun's  are  looking  for 
a  strong  come  back  in  2004. 

Due  to  proximity  to  publication,  a  baseball  season  summary  was  left  out  in  2002.  To 
rectify  this  past  mistake,  the  following  is  the  summary  of  the  2002  season. 

UL  Lafayette  played  a  phenomenal  season  in  2002. 

The  Ragin'  Cajun  baseball  team  probably  had  too  many  inconsistencies 
to  be  as  successful  as  prior  Cajun  squads,  however,  the  Cajun's  proved 
that  with  skiU  and  teamwork,  the  come  from  behind  team  can  surprise  you. 

The  Cajun's  posted  a  39-23  overall  record  in  2002,  with  a  17-7  record 
in  the  Sun  Belt  and  a  208  record  at  M.L.  "Tigue"  Moore  Field.  The  Cajun's 
would  not  take  the  Sun  Belt  Tournament  Title,  but  would  proceed  to 
the  NCAA  Regional  Tournament  to  play  and  upset  in-state  rivals  LSU  and 
Tulane  only  to  lose  twice  to  LSU  in  the  championship  to  round  out  the  season. 

The  NCAA  Regional  appearance  in  2002  marked  the  fifth  in  the  last 
six  years  and  the  ninth  overall  for  the  Cajun's.  The  attendance  at  home 
games  was  the  second  highest  in  school  history,  falling  short  only  to 
2000.  Coach  Tony  Robichaux  would  also  mark  a  record  as  he  passed 
his  500th  win  as  a  collegiate  coach.  Robichaux  becomes  the  eighth  coach 
in  NCAA  history  to  do  so  before  his  41st  birthday.

I  he  Ragin'  Cajun  Basketball  team  played  one  of  its  best  seasons  ever  in  2002-0; 
but  the  team  could  not  put  together  the  post-season  play  needed  to  get  th 
recognition  it  deserved. 

Basketball  is  becoming  a  hot  topic  on  campus  and  attendance  rose  nearly  40' 
over  the  course  of  the  season.  The  increase  in  attendance  was,  naturally,  due  I 
the  successes  of  the  team  on  the  court.  The  record  stands  at  a  menacing  20-10,  wil 
a  12-3  Sun  Belt  standing,  and  a  10-1  record  at  home.  A  record  breaking  21  garr 
home  winning  streak  that  stretched  back  to  Feb.  3,  2001  was  broken  in  the  fin; 
game  of  regular  season  play.  "I  am  really  excited  because  that  means  the  excitemei 
is  picking  up  on  campus  which  is  great  for  the  program,  players  and  fans,"  sai 
head  coach  and  winner  of  the  district  eight  coach  of  the  year  award  Jessie  Evaru 
The  highlight  games  of  the  year  were  the  wins  over  #12  ranked  Mississipj 
State  and  Conference  USA  teams  University  of  Houston  and  University  of  Nort 
Carolina  Charlotte  all  on  visitors'  courts.  "The  fact  that  we  were  able  to  wra 
up  the  Sun  Belt  West  Division  Title  so  early  [with  two  weeks  left  in  conferen 
play]  was  an  indication  of  how  well  this  team  played,"  Evans  said. 

The  Cajuns  captured  the  Sun  Belt  Conference  West  Division  I  title  with  tw 
weeks  left  in  conference  play  and  were  the  number  one  seed  in  the  toumamer 
Unfortunately,  the  Cajuns  were  unable  to  capitalize  as  they  dropped  the  fir 
game  of  the  tournament  to  Denver  68-72.  The  Cajuns  would  then  parhcipate 
in  the  NIT  tournament  where  they  dropped  a  heartbreaker  to  UAB  80-82. 

Needless  to  say,  the  Cajuns  were  disappointed  with  the  end  of  the  season.  "V 
need  to  remember  that  only  one  coach  is  going  to  win  it  aU  and  every  other  coac 
in  Division  I  basketball  is  going  to  be  disappointed  with  how  it  ended,"  Evans  saic 
Next  season  is  looking  good  for  the  Cajuns.  The  four  seniors  will  be  sore 
missed,  but  the  returning  players  are  very  strong,  as  the  team  picks  up  a  numb 
of  transfer  students  with  a  lot  of  potential.  "We  are  expecting  players  to  step  t 
as  the  new  leaders  of  the  team,"  said  Evans  hopefully. 

Having  shot  only  53'!^)  from  the  free  throw  line,  the  Cajuns'  goal  is  to  brir 
that  number  up  to  /O'/o  in  2003.  Tlie  team  goal  is  to  bring  the  free  throw  percenta; 
up  to  707().  "Our  season  was  broken  at  the  free  throw  line,  we  lost  a  couple  \ 
very  winnable  games  due  largely  to  missed  free  throws,"  said  Evans. 

Evans  chose  the  words  strive,  potential,  individual,  and  team  unity  to  identi 
the  2002-03  Cajun  Basketball  program. 
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U  he  Cajundome  is  busy  with  a  wave  of 
sound  as  the  lights  go  out  and  the  crowd 
falls  into  silence.  A  single  spotlight  cuts 
e  darkness  with  bUnding  intensity  and  it  waves  over  to  the  sideline.  The  intercom 
jsts  out  an  announcement  that  states  "At  6'-3",  weighing  in  at  186  pounds,  guard 
the  Ragin'  Cajuns  Basketball  team,  number  13,  senior  Immanuel  Washington." 
16  crowd  erupts  in  a  frenzy  of  excitement. 

Washington  walked  onto  the  court  as  a  starter  for  the  Ragin'  Cajun  Basketball  team 
2002-03.  Starting  as  a  senior  is  not  at  all  unusual;  what  is  unusual  is  that  Washington 
liked  onto  the  team  last  year.  Washington  is  not  a  scholarship  player,  nor  is  he 
it  to  prove  something;  he  plays  the  game  because  he  enjoys  it. 
Washington  hails  from  Franklin,  La.  He  credits  his  hometown  with  his  interest 
sports.  "It's  a  nice  place  to  be,  a  lot  of  older  folks.  Not  much  to  do. . .  just  stay  home, 
ill  and  play  ball  with  your  friends,"  said  Washington  in  his  mellow,  "chiUed-out"  voice. 
The  story  behind  Washington's  unusual  entrance  onto  the  basketball  team 
a  simple  one.  He  received  a  scholarship  to  a  junior  college  out  of  high  school, 
it  sat  out  a  year  from  school  and  basketball  after  a  year  there;  when  he  did 
cide  to  come  back  to  school,  he  made  the  decision  to  come  to  UL  Lafayette. 
;  asked  coach  Evans  for  a  tryout.  "Coach  Evans  said  'can  you  play  with  these 
ys?'  [can  you  keep  up?]  So  1  said  just  give  me  the  chance,"  explained  Washington. 
It  was  a  big  adjustment  for  Washington  being  his  first  year  on  the  team  and 
ving  to  play  with  a  group  of  guys  on  scholarship.  There  was  a  little  resentment 
the  players  toward  Washington  until  they  got  used  to  him.  "Once  they 
lally  got  the  chance  to  see  me  play  against  some  of  these  guys,  I  earned  the 
ipect,"  said  Washington. 

Washington  was  named  the  unofficial  captain  of  the  team  based  on  the  respect 
it  he  gained  over  the  course  of  his  playing.  "I've  learned  to  try  and  be  more 
cal  and  help  the  team  out,"  Washington  said. 

Washington  majored  in  criminal  justice,  but  would  really  like  to  continue 
lying  basketball.  If  that  does  not  work  out,  Washington  wants  to  go  to  the 
lice  academy  and  eventually  become  a  U.S.  Marshall.  "I  have  an  older  brother 
39*  It  plays  (basketball)  over  seas  and  he  has  been  talking  to  some  teams  about 
possibilities,"  said  Washington. 

Washington  Ukes  to  chill  and  listen  to  gospel  music  for  fun.  He  likes  to  play 
in  leo  games  and  basketball,  as  well  as  spend  time  with  his  girlfriend.

pon  completion  of  their  first  season  with  a  new  head  coach,  the  Lady  Cajui 
Basketball  Team  is  looking  forward  to  its  future  with  head  coach  Kelley  Hall. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  syxnboUzed  the  2002-2003  season  with  a  half-cour 
heartbreaker  at  the  buzzer  to  begin  a  season  wrought  with  tragic  losses.  Tht 
Lady  Cajuns  made  little  success  as  far  as  scores,  but  triumphed  on  the  smalle 
scale  by  improving  the  squad  and  building  a  potential  winning  team. 

The  team's  record  stands  at  a  lowly  8-19  for  2002-03  with  a  4-11  Sun  Bel 
Conference  showing.  The  Cajuns  were  outscored  for  the  season  by  554  point^ 
an  average  of  10.6  points  per  game. 

"Our  goal  as  coaches  is  to  get  the  team  a  winning  record  by  year  three., 
win  half  next  year,  then  18  or  19  in  the  third  year,"  said  Hall  in  anticipation  > 
upcoming  seasons. 

The  new  coaching  staff  lead  by  Hall  came  in  late  in  the  season,  arguably  toi 
late  to  do  any  productive  recruiting  for  the  season.  By  the  beginning  of  play  the\ 
realized  they  would  be  shorthanded.  The  first  move  the  coaches  made  upoi 
arrival  was  to  beef  up  the  schedule  and  play  a  few  more  tough  games  on  thi 
road.  "That  [playing  tough  teams]  is  the  only  way  to  learn  how  to  win  games, 
said  Hall,  "We  had  to  find  out  what  we  had  to  work  with." 

The  team's  highlights  included  such  successes  as  the  season  ending  threi 
game  winning  streak,  broken  in  the  first  round  of  the  conference  tournament 
Also  the  final  ten  game  stretch,  in  which  the  team  won  half,  of  the  best-playei 
games  of  the  season. 

All  three  of  the  last  three  games  were  played  without  the  team's  leadin 
scorer  and  two  were  played  on  the  road.  "I'm  very  proud  of  the  effort  the  tear 
gave  this  year  and  I  feel  this  team  played  the  best  game  it  was  capable,"  said  Hall 
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'espite  not  even  participating  in 
i  the  last  three  games  of  the  season, 
enior  basketball  player  Charlotte  Green  managed  to  remain  the  team's 
op  scorer. 

A  knee  injury  hurt  both  Green  and  the  Lady  Cajuns  in  the  season,  but  that 
iid  not  stop  Green  from  being  optimistic.  "I  think  basketball  has  added  so 
luch  to  my  education,"  said  Green,  "there  really  are  two  educations  here." 

Born  and  raised  in  Lafayette,  La.,  Green  knows  her  hometown  well  and 
brings  her  Louisiana  flavor  wherever  she  goes.  Green  has  been  playing  basketball 
[ince  she  was  in  the  seventh  grade,  and  she  was  captain  of  the  Lady  Cajun 
basketball  team  in  2002-03.  She  is  a  psychology  major  planning  to  graduate 
December  of  2003. 

With  a  new  coach  this  year,  the  team  had  to  make  adjustments.  "It  was 
different  with  the  new  coach,  new  staff,  new  system,  but  I  learned  a  lot  and 
was  a  great  experience,"  said  Green. 

Green  is  looking  for  the  opportunity  to  play  basketball  overseas  after  graduation, 
le  condition  of  her  knee  and  whether  or  not  she  needs  another  surgery  will 
letermine  the  reality  of  that  dream.  She  really  wants  to  take  a  break  from 
chool  and  then  go  back  to  get  a  master's  degree.  "The  real  struggle  of  the 
^ason  was  to  get  past  that  injury,"  said  Green. 

Green  Ukes  to  play  basketball,  read  and  party  when  she  has  time,  but  Green 
Dves  to  take  the  time  to  rest.  "The  weekends  are  spent  sleeping  and  relaxing 
lecause  basketball  takes  a  lot  out  of  you,"  said  Green.

The  cheerleading  team  is  starting  from  scratch 
in  the  2002-2003  year.  The  team  consists  of  almost 
entirely  new  members.  Not  only  that,  but  the  team 
has  revamped  its  image  in  the  last  years  by  combining 
teams  and  creating  a  team  based  on  school  spirit 
rather  than  competition. 
"We  only  have  three  returning  members  this 
year,  two  girls  and  a  guy,"  said  head  coach  and 
spirit  director  Ross  Walters.

The  over-abundance  of  new  members  has  led 
the  team  to  leave  competition  for  another  year, 
and  focus  on  the  fundamentals.  The  team  has 


aimed  their  awe-inspiring  shouts  at  the  crowd  instead 
of  the  judges,  and  they  are  making  quite  a  stir. 
"I  like  to  be  a  face  on  campus  and  be  a  help  at  the 
games,"  said  Chad  Simmons,  a  senior  in  exercise 
science,  and  co-captain  of  the  team. 

Senior  Danielle  Lambert,  a  major  in  marketing  and 
secretary  of  the  squad  says,  "It's  so  much  better  to 
perform  in  front  of  a  big  crowd,  we  have  so  many 
people  showing  up  for  the  games." 

The  now  co-ed  team  has  20  members,  nine  men 
and  11  women,  of  which  18  are  "stunters"  (the  high 
flying  acts)  and  two  are  tumblers  (on  the  ground 
gymnastics).

With  a  publicity  campaign  naming  the  new  heac 
coach  as  the  star  ("Bustle  up,  it's  a  new  game"),  Lafayette  posted  home  field 
record  attendance.  The  Cajuns  had  more  fans  at  its  first  game  than  at  any  othe 
in  the  last  five  years.  Ragin'  Cajun  Football  has  a  notorious  reputation  foi 
meeting  little  success  on  the  field,  but  if  Bustle  has  anything  to  say  about  it 
things  are  changing  and  the  people  are  coming  to  watch  it  happen.  Bustle  chosi 
the  words  tough,  inconsistent,  hard  work,  and  pride  to  describe  the  2002  Cajuns 
"We've  had  our  defense  show  up,  offense  not  (show  up)  and  offense  show  u{ 
and  defense  not  (show  up),  but  those  inconsistencies  are  part  of  growing  anc 
building  a  football  team,"  said  Bustle. 

The  Cajuns  season  met  with  little  success  on  the  scoreboard  once  again  thi 
year.  The  biggest  problem  that  the  Cajuns  faced  was  turnovers  and  injuries 
Every  point  scored  on  UL  Lafayette  in  the  season  opener  occurred  on  turnovers 
"The  real  setbacks  have  been  losing  some  really  key  players  defensively. .  .(Ross 
Brupbacher,  (Gary)  Rudick,  and  (Justin)  Venable...  those  are  the  heart  and  soi 
of  your  football  team  because  they  play  with  so  much  emotion." 

The  Cajuns  did  find  out  how  to  get  past  their  adversity  and  show  their  skill 
in  some  of  its  best  games.  The  Cajuns  posted  no  turnovers  in  their  34-0  victor 
over  UAB  "The  biggest  highlight  of  the  season  was  putting  together  a  god 
game  against  a  great  UAB  football  team,"  said  Bustle  enthusiastically,  "seein; 
all  those  students  out  there  at  the  end  of  the  game  when  it  was  raining  ant 
lighting  was  great." 

The  Cajuns  played  a  team  from  the  Big  Ten  Conference  for  the  first  time  ii 
school  history.  The  schedule  also  tried  to  conjure  up  an  I-IO  rivalry  with  LSI 
that  ended  in  a  bitter  UL  Lafayette  defeat.  The  season  concluded  with  a  3- 
(2-4  SBC)  record  for  the  Cajuns  and  an  optimistic  outlook  for  next  year.  "If 
been  an  overhaul  of  what  they  were  doing  in  the  past,"  said  Bustle,  "we'rj 
excited  about  being  able  to  recruit  a  full  class.  I  think  that  the  future  of  th 
program  is  bright,  I've  got  a  great  staff,  we're  excited  to  be  here  and  the  fan; 
are  ready  for  it."

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le  were  disappointed  in  the  way  we  played/'  said  head  coach  Bob  Bass,  "it  was  not  the  players  and 
it  was  not  their  ability,  it's  just  the  nature  of  the  game."

The  future  of  Cajun  Golf  looks  good,  as  the  team  loses  its  only  senior,  and  keeps  the  rest  of  the  team. 
"1  hope  we  can  figure  out  what  is  wrong  with  our  game,  because  as  of  yet,  we  haven't  put  our  finger 
on  it,"  said  Bass. 

In  individual  competition.  Junior  Brett  Ashmore  placed  third  in  the  Raising  Cane  Classic  and  Tobias 
VVinberg  tied  for  second  in  the  UTSA  Invitational.

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I  here  is  oiily  one  good  word  to  describe  senior  golf  player  and  general  studies  major 
Theo  Sliman...  dedicated. 

As  a  New  Iberia  native,  Sliman  grew  up  in  the  shadow  of  Lafayette  and  it  was  inevitable 
that  he  had  a  good  chance  of  coming  to  school  here.  However,  Sliman  always  had 
dreams  of  fame  and  competition.  He  proved  to  himself  that  he  was  not  very  good  at 
some  of  the  more  traditional  sports,  and  his  golf  pro  father  managed  to  get  him  into 
the  game  at  a  very  young  age.  "I've  been  playing  golf  since  I  was  old  enough  to  hold 
the  clubs...  I  was  about  six  years  old,"  said  Sliman. 

Sliman  was  drawn  to  UL  Lafayette  because  of  the  golf  program.  He  believed  the 
program  had  everything  one  could  need  to  grow  as  a  player,  and  coach  Bass  and  he 
have  subsequent'y  developed  a  very  good  relationship.  "The  team  has  been  a  lot  of 
fim  and  I've  gotten  to  meet  some  of  the  most  interesting  people  I  have  met  in  my  life," 
said  Sliman  "I  have  had  a  real  positive  experience  that  I  will  never  forget." 

Sliman  was  working  through  the  ranks  of  Ragin'  Cajun  golf  for  five  seasons,  the  first 
of  which  he  red-shirted.  His  drive  to  do  better  is  definitely  a  clue  to  the  type  of  person 
he  is  becoming.  "My  goal  as  a  student  was  to  get  myself  into  a  position  that  I  could  plav 
professional  golf  when  I  graduated,"  remembered  Sliman.

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Ihe  intramviral  department  at  UL  Lafayette  is  determined  to  serve  the 
student  body  (or  rather  the  students'  bodies)  in  the  best  way  it  can. 

The  intramural  office  in  Bourgeois  Hall  oversees  club  sports,  intramural 
sports,  exercise  facilities,  swimming  facilities  and  the  weight  room.  Its  goal 
is  to  promote  a  healthy  lifestyle  by  encouraging  and  providing  facUities  for 
physical  activities.

Champions  in  each  sport  can  participate  in 
statewide  competition  at  the  end  of  both  the  fall  and  spring  seasons. 

This  year,  intramural  team  participation  dedined,  but  Harper  is  not  concerned. 
"The  participation  in  the  activities  of  the  program  have  increased  dramatically 
as  intiamural  participation  went  down,  because  apparently  people  are  coming 
to  Bourgeois  for  other  activities...  not  to  play  on  a  team,"  Harper  said. 

The  facilities  are  improving  at  UL  Lafayette  as  a  $20.00  stipend  from 
student-assessed  fees  is  being  aimed  at  the  improvement  of  field  conditions 
and  the  addition  of  a  15-20,000  square  foot  weight  and  cardio  facility.  The 
addition  will  provide  the  student  with  a  more  fitness  club-like  atmosphere, 
iminterrupted  by  classes.  The  field  changes  are  to  be  made  in  the  summer 
of  2003,  but  the  weight  facility  completion  is  not  expected  until  2006  or  2007.

J  *  '■^^  aggression  of  a  tiger  and  the  grace  of 
X.yVJ  a  swan,  the  Ragin'  Cajun  dance  team  struts 
their  stuff  in  2002-2003.  "It's  always  more  exciting 
to  see  more  fans  in  the  stands  and  perform  for  a 
larger  crowd/'  says  Rachel  Domangue,  sophomore 
dfince  major  and  officer  of  the  Ragin'  Jazz  dance  team. 
New  faces  and  new  places  were  the  characterizing 
features  of  the  squad.  The  team  contained  only 
five  returning  members  and  nine  new  members. 
"We  have  a  lot  of  technique  and  talent. .  .everyone 
is  good  friends  on  the  team,  which  is  not  normal," 
said  Domangue,  one  of  the  five  returning 
members  to  the  squad. 

The  Ragin'  Jazz  dance  team  went  to  the 
Universal  Dance  Association  (UDA)  camp 
in  southwest  Texas  over  the  summer  to 
hone  their  skills  as  a  team.While  there  they 
placed  first  at  the  competition.  This 
achievement  was  a  great  morale  booster 
for  the  beginning  of  the  year.  In  addition, 
everyone  on  the  team  received  superior 
ribbons  in  competition  at  the  camp.  "The 
C£imp  was  great,  and  really  exciting,"  said 
Becky  Guidroz,  sophomore  dance  major 
and  Ragin'  Jazz  head  coach. 


Tryouts  are  in  April  for  those  interested  in  dancing. 
Members  are  typically  recruited  from  informational 
tables  at  high  schools  and  UL  Lafayette's  student 
orientation.  "Being  a  dance  major  has  nothing  to  do 
with  being  on  the  team,"  says  Guidroz.  New  recruits 
practice  with  the  team,  participate  in  scheduled  events 
like  football  and  basketball  games,  as  well  as  any 
fund-raising  or  charity  events  the  squad  plans. 

The  team  practices  twice  a  week  for  two  hours  in 
the  regular  season,  and  when  competitions  and  special 
events  arise,  daily.  For  basketball  season  tlie  team  dances 
more  often  because  time-outs  allow  more  time  for 
dancing.  During  the  busy  seasons  the  squad  takes 
dances  from  coaches,  UDA  and  team  member  input. 

"The  friends  aspect  is  great,  but  it  [dancing]  definitely 
takes  a  lot  of  your  time,  you  have  to  be  willing  to  work 
hard  and  be  ready  for  everything  that  comes  up," 
said  Domangue. 

The  biggest  event  of  the  Ragin'  Jazz  year  is  the 
national  competition.  The  winter  break  is  very  busy 
as  the  team  prepares  to  show  what  they've  got  in 
January.  This  year,  for  the  first  time  ever,  Ragin'  Jazz 
made  it  to  the  finals  in  Division  1-A.  They  placed 
14th  in  the  nation,  beating  out  such  schools  as  Texas 
A&M,  Alabama,  Boise  State  and  Florida  State. 
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|n  2002,  the  three  year  old  Ragin'  Cajun  Women's  Soccer  squad  stormed  onto  \h 
largest  field  they  could  find  to  play  a  gladiatorial  season  and  shatter  team  records  of  old 
For  such  a  young  team  with  a  relatively  tiny  following,  the  Lady  Cajun  socce 
team  appeared  dwarfed  by  its  immense  new  home  at  Cajun  Field  (UL  Lafayett 
football  stadium).  Previously,  home  games  were  played  off  campus  at  Moon 
Park  in  Carencro.  The  move  allows  for  much  larger  fan  attendance  as  well  a 
the  prospect  of  night  games.  "The  game  play  at  Cajun  Field  was  a  huge  mo\ 
forward  for  us,"  says  head  coach  Dave  Poggi. 

With  only  two  upper  classmen  on  the  team,  14  freshmen  and  seven  sophomore 
the  team  was  remarkably  young.  The  team  took  on  a  schedtile  that  proved  to  b 
a  big  challenge  early  in  the  season.  "We  took  on  a  real  challenging  schedul 
this  year,  and  for  that  choice,  we  took  our  lumps,  but  I  think  it  prepared  us  fo 
the  conference  season  later  in  the  year,"  said  Poggi. 

The  young  squad  broke  almost  all  of  its  young  records  in  2002  making  it 
very  memorable  season  for  the  girls,  although  the  numbers  may  not  have  beei 
as  high  as  the  team  would  have  liked.  The  team  was  picked  to  finish  seven t 
this  year,  but  managed  to  pull  off  a  fourth  place  finish.  The  team  is  quickb 
gaining  a  reputation  for  overcoming  all  odds.  "Moving  from  last  place  in  th 
conference  to  sixth  and  now  fourth  says  a  lot  for  what  the  team  has  done  ii 
such  a  short  period  of  time,"  says  former  Captain  of  the  Cajun  Soccer  team  no\ 
assistant  coach  Anne  Corbello. 

The  team's  performance  was  due  largely  to  a  three  player  backbone  of  freshmd 
forward  Stacy  Smith,  junior  midfielder  Sara  Vienberg  and  freshman  goalkeepc 
Liza  Presault.  Smith  led  the  Cajuns  in  goals,  while  Vienberg  led  in  assists,  ane 
Presault  covered  the  goal  exceptionally  well,  providing  the  team  with  thrc 
consecutive  shutouts  and  gained  her  own  recognition  as  the  first  Cajun  Soccl 
Sun  Belt  Player  of  the  Week.  The  girls  would  gain  further  recognition  as  Vienbn 
and  Smith  were  named  to  the  2002  All-Sun  Belt  Conference  Women's  Socci 
Team,  Smith  was  voted  the  Louisiana  Sports  Writers'  Association  Freshman  i 
the  Year  and  Vienberg  was  named  to  the  2002  NSCAA  Division  I  All-Centn 
Region  Women's  Soccer  Team.  The  recognition  received  would  all  be  firsts  t( 
Cajun  Soccer.  "Finally  having  my  players  recognized  has  been  a  real  highligl 
for  the  year,"  says  Poggi. 

The  team  finished  seeded  fourth  for  the  SBC  tournament  with  a  record  ( 
6-8-3  in  the  regular  season  (3-3-1  SBC),  and  would  drop  the  quarterfinal  game 
the  SBC  toumament  to  fifth  secxded  Western  Kentucky.

'"efers  to  schedule  the  classes  that  will  challenge  her  and  help  her  imderstand. 
n  Copenhagen,  classes  only  consist  of  a  final  exam,  with  no  requirements 
attend  class,  no  tests  means  no  reason  to  contact  professors,  so  I  really  like 
at  professors  here  have  office  hours,  and  I  don't  know  why  students  don't 
ke  more  advantage  of  it... They  really  take  care  of  students  at  UL  Lafayette," 
id  Vienberg. 

As  a  soccer  (football)  player,  Vienberg  carries  a  lot  of  experience  and  follows 
e  responsibility  to  share  it  with  younger  players.  'Tf  the  development  continues 
e  way  it  has,  I  expect  that  the  team  will  win  the  Sun  Belt  Conference  within 
e  next  couple  of  years,"  says  Vienberg  hopefully.

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I  he  Lady  Cajuns  proceeded  to  their  fourth  College  World  Series  in  2003, 
"Our  appearance  at  the  college  World  Series  should  be  an  inspiration  to 
little  girls  who  have  big  dreams,"  said  head  coach  Stefni  Lotief.  "Most  of 
our  players  were  unrecruited  out  of  high  school  because  they  were  a  foot 
too  short  or  a  step  too  slow." 

In  2003,  UL  Lafayette  captured  the  Sun  Belt  Conference  Tournament 
Softball  championship  for  the  fourth  time.  The  team  was  also  the  SBC 
regular  season  champion  for  the  third  straight  year.  2003  was  the  Lady 
Cajuns  22nd  straight  winning  season  with  a  40-8  regular  season  record 
and  a  combined  7-3  post-season  to  end  the  year  at  47-lL  By  the  end  of 
the  season,  they  were  ranked  No.  8  in  the  country. 

NCAA  Regional  play  followed  the  heart  and  determination  of  ace  pitcher 
Brooke  Mitchell.  Mitchell's  triumph  over  an  inflamed  bicep  to  bring  the 
Cajuns  to  the  College  World  Series  was  the  highlight  of  the  Cajun  year. 

The  team  dropped  its  first  two  games  of  the  College  World  Series  to 
Texas  and  UCLA  respectively,  but  not  without  playing  great  games.  "I  am 
so  proud  of  this  team,"  said  Lotief  "These  girls  had  a  lot  of  heart  and  fought 
all  season  to  get  here." 

The  Cajuns'  awards  rolled  in.  The  Cajuns  posted  two  All- American 
additions  in  senior  Becky  McMurtry  and  freshman  Danyele  Gomez.  UL 
Lafayette  put  six  players  on  the  All-Sun  Belt  Conference  teams.  The  Cajuns 
would  take  SBC  honors  of  player,  freshman  and  pitcher  of  the  year  in 
McMurtry,  Gomez  and  Mitchell  respectively.  The  Lady  Cajuns  would  also 
name  six  players  to  the  All-Louisiana  teams.  McMurtry  was  named  Louisiana's 
hitter  of  the  year,  Mitchell  was  pitcher  of  the  year,  Gomez  was  freshman  of 
the  year  and  Lotief  was  coach  of  the  year.  The  Lady  Cajuns  were  once  again 
leaders  in  academics  as  well,  noting  many  individual  awards.  "I  am  proud 
of  these  girls  on  and  off  the  field,"  said  Lotief. 

Another  remarkable  accomplishment  of  2003  was  breaking  the  school 
home  run  record  with  79  blasts.  Gomez  put  20  over  the  wall,  ousting  the 
school  record  set  by  2002  senior  Alana  Addison. 

Lotief  used  the  words  heart,  determination,  inspiration  and  pride  to 
identify  her  team. 

The  Cajuns  will  graduate  much  of  its  infield  with  players  Summar 
Lapeyrouse,  McMurtry,  Rachel  Reese  and  Michael  Parrot  joining  the 
alumni  of  Lady  Cajun  Softball.  McMurtry  was  named  most  outstanding 
graduate.  The  squad  has  a  lot  to  look  forward  to  for  2004.

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2001-2002  Softball  Summary 


Due  to  relative  proximity  to  publication 
of  the  2001-2002  L'Acadien  Yearbook,  a  softball 
season  summary  was  left  out.  To  rectify  this 
past  mistake,  the  following  is  a  summary  of 
the  2002  season. 

The  Lady  Cajuns  played  a  50-13  season  in 
2002,  tallied  a  15-1  league  record  and  rolled  a 
25-1  season  at  Lady  Cajun  Park  [before  the 
NCAA  regional].  The  team  capped  off  a 
successful  regular  season  with  its  third 
straight  SBC  Tournament  championship 
and  proceeded  to  its  fourth  straight  NCAA 
Tournament  appearance  since  1999  and  12th 
in  the  last  13  seasons.  The  Cajuns  would 
advance  to  the  semifinals  and  be  halted  by 
in  state  rival  LSU. 

Lady  Cajun  softball  can  boast  of  being 
defending  champion  of  the  SBC  Tournament, 
as  well  as  the  host  of  the  NCAA  Region  No.  3 
Tournament  in  2002.  It  can  also  change  its 
records  as  it  shattered  the  school's  home 
run  record  with  76  blasts. 

Lady  Cajun  athletics  is  deser\'edly  knowTi 
for  its  successes  on  and  off  the  field.  It  was 
the  most  decorated  team  in  Sun  Belt  athletics 
in  2002.  "I  am  proud  of  what  these  girls 
have  accomplished  on  the  field  and  in  the 
classroom,"  said  head  coach  Stefni  Lotief. 

Lady  Cajun  softball  eamed  the  recognition 
it  deserved  when  the  awards  came  in.  UL 
Lafayette  swept  the  Sun  Belt  Conference's 
major  awards  as  Becky  McMurtry  was  SBC 
player  of  the  year  and  newcomer  of  the  year, 
Melissa  Coronado  was  named  SBC  pitcher 
of  the  year,  Brooke  Mitchell  was  the  top 
freshman  and  Lotief  was  named  coach  of 
the  year.  The  team  would  dominate  the  all- 
conference  team,  placing  nine  on  the  first 
team  and  one  on  the  second.  At  the  national 
standing,  four  were  named  to  the  National 
Fastpitch  Coaches  Association  All-South 
Regional  team.  Lady  Cajun  softball  gained 
its  30th  All-American  in  McMurtry. 

Improvements  to  the  program  include 
new  lights  at  Lady  Cajun  Park,  making  it 
one  of  the  few  parks  qualified  to  host  NCAA 
Regional  competition,  a  duty  fulfilled  iii  2002. 
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Uhis  season  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,"  said  first-year  UL  Lafayette 
head  coach  Justin  McGrath.  "We  had  three  freshmen  step  up  in  January  and 
they  pro\-ed  to  be  a  great  help.  These  guys  had  a  great  season  and  I  am  proud 
of  them." 

The  Ragin  Cajun  men's  tennis  team  proved  it  could  bring  home  victory  as 
it  played  an  undefeated  home  season  in  2002-03.  Those  five  wins  marked  half 
of  the  squad's  o\'erall  \ictories  in  a  season  that  landed  them  a  fourth  place  finish 
in  Sun  Belt  play.  The  team  met  with  conference  ranking  that  it  had  not  seen 
since  runner-up  standing  in  2000.  "We  were  a  young  team  of  guys,  but  we 
had  our  chances,"  said  McGrath. 

The  currently  strong  squad  will  lose  its'  tv\'o  seniors,  but  remain  strong  with 
some  of  the  most  promising  players  the  program  has  seen.  "Our  goal  is  for 
the  gu}'s  to  jump  into  a  top  25  team  next  year,"  said  McGrath  hopefully. 

Whereas  the  men's  tennis  team  met  with  success  it  hadn't  seen  in  three  years, 
the  women's  team  met  with  defeat  it  had  ne\'er  seen  before.  The  women's  tennis 
record  in  2002-03  was  the  worst  in  school  history  at  1-13,  as  was  the  winning 
percentage  at  0.071 .  "The  one  shining  element  of  the  Lady  Cajuns  was  that  we 
stayed  together,"  said  McGrath,  "we  continued  to  try  and  never  gave  up." 

The  Lady  Cajun  squad  was  plagued  with  injury  and  was  forced  to  play  at 
a  handicap  that  was  too  much  to  overcome.  Consisting  of  only  five  players 
did  not  make  injury  easy  to  sustain  for  the  Cajuns. 

The  team  has  only  better  times  to  look  forward  to  as  the  group  only  loses 
one  senior  and  remains  a  growing  team  of  mostly  underclassmen.  "1  am  expecting 
our  Lady  Cajun  squad  to  dramatically  improve  next  year,"  said  McGrath. 

McGrath  chose  the  four  words  desire,  dedication,  commitment,  and  discipline 
to  identify  the  2002-03  Cajun  tennis  program. 

Overall,  the  tennis  teams  are  looking  to  improve  and  have  the  means  to 
do  so  under  the  direction  of  McGrath.

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ljust  felt  like  running,"  was  once  said  by  a  famous  movie  character, 
but  is  lived  everyday  by  the  men  and  women  of  the  UL  Lafayette  track 
and  field  team. 

2002-03  was  a  year  of  tragedy  for  the  Cajun  Track  team  as  the  team  lost 
one  of  its  own.  Junior  John  Melvin  was  killed  in  a  tragic  accident  that  was 
sure  to  impact  the  entire  team.  "John  was  a  great  athlete  and  a  greater 
person.  He  was  the  funny  bone  and  the  backbone  of  this  team,"  said  head 
coach  Lance  Veazey. 

The  tragedy  of  this  year  was  supplementary  to  the  loss  of  former  head 
coach  Charles  Lancon  in  the  2001-02  season.  "For  the  majority  of  the  team, 
the  silver  lining  was  that  it  helped  them  to  mature  as  human  beings,"  said 
Veazey,  "tomorrow  is  not  guaranteed." 

On  the  upside  of  the  emotional  downer  that  passed,  the  athletes  were  able 
to  perform  at  a  high  level.  10  athletes  qualified  for  the  NCAA  Regional 
Tournament  and  school  records  were  shattered  as  players  performed  at  the 
top  of  their  game.  "I'm  proud  of  them,  they  trained  hard  and  ran  well,  and 
that's  all  I  can  ask  for  as  a  coach,"  said  Veazey. 

The  students  practice  nine  months  out  of  the  year  to  ensure  that  they  carij 
improve  themselves.  Improve  they  did,  as  the  team  broke  its  own  personal 
records  in  many  areas. 

Veazey  chose  the  four  words  hardworking,  disciplined,  confident,  and 
goal-oriented  to  identify  the  2002-03  Cajuns. 

"They  all  worked  very  hard  to  achieve  what  they  got,"  said  Veazey. 
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Jowering  over  the  track  and  looking 
intimidating  with  determination  is 
Benjamin  Rogers  (Ben  for  short). 

In  2002-03,  Rogers  brought  to  the  track  and  field  a  generous  smile,  a  talent 
for  competition  and  a  carefree  attitude.  Despite  the  look  of  a  rebel  and  the 
size  of  a  giant,  Rogers  has  a  soft  side.  He  is  very  easy  to  talk  to,  exemplified 
when  he  jokes  with  his  teammates  about  taking  home  a  ring  from  a  tournament 
or  about  what  happened  over  the  weekend.  "If  I'm  not  practicing  [on  the 
weekends],  I'm  hanging  out  with  the  team,"  Rogers  said. 

Rogers  competes  in  the  decathlon,  a  grueling  ten-event  competition.  He 
feels  that  his  final  year  as  a  student  athlete  has  been  a  success  in  the  face  of 
injury.  As  his  injury  prevented  him  from  competing  in  the  decathlon,  he 
competed  in  individual  events  to  stay  sharp.  "The  last  four  years  have  been 
a  long  journey  of  maturing  and  trying  to  find  my  place  in  the  world. . .  I'm 
still  not  sure  I  found  it,"  said  Rogers. 

Making  the  way  through  UL  Lafayette  has  not  been  hard  for  Rogers  with 
the  all  the  family  support  he  received.  Rogers  comes  from  Abbeville,  barely 
40  miles  outside  Lafayette,  and  most  of  his  family  went  through  the  UL 
Lafayette  system  (formerly  USL).  Rogers'  two  older  siblings  played  football 
and  cheered  for  UL  Lafayette  respectively,  so  it  was  no  surprise  when  Rogers 
became  a  student  athlete;  his  father  is  also  an  alumnus  of  the  school.  "When 
I  came  to  the  University  it  was  like  I  already  had  a  lot  of  friends  here. . .  the  I 
school  has  been  great  to  me  over  the  last  few  years.  If  it  wasn't  for  UL 
Lafayette,  I  wouldn't  be  the  person  I  am  today,"  said  Rogers  reminiscing. 

Working  on  an  exercise  science  major  has  been  the  aspiration  of  Rogers  I 
for  the  past  four  years,  but  he  has  no  plans  after  graduation  in  May  2003. 
Rogers  feels  he  is  not  ready  to  make  lifelong  decisions  at  this  point  in  his 
life.  "I  was  scheduled  to  take  the  MCAT  in  April,  but  at  the  last  minute  1 1 
backed  out,"  said  Rogers  jokingly. 

Rogers  chose  the  four  words  motivated,  tired,  lucky  and  blessed  tol 
identify  himself. 

"The  only  thing  I'm  sure  of  is  that  I  don't  want  to  be  stuck  behind  a  deskl 
the  rest  of  my  life,"  said  Rogers. 
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'm  sorry  I'm  boring,"  laughed 
track  and  field  distance  runner  and 
graphic  design  major  Natalie  Gillis. 

If  one  were  to  type  up  the  interview  that  was  hosted  with  Gillis,  it  may 
be  assumed  that  she  is  simply  a  regular  girl  trying  to  make  it  through  college. 
However,  if  one  were  to  sit  in  on  that  same  interview  there  would  be  a  much 
different  response  to  Gillis.  She  is  funny,  happy,  straightforward  and  a 
very  sweet  person.  "I  wouldn't  say  I'm  normal...  I'm  an  art  major,"  said 
Gillis  jokingly. 

As  for  a  track  star,  Gillis  is  a  dedicated  athlete  with  a  passion  for  running. 
AH  that  she  has  time  for  is  practicing  for  track  and  schoolwork.  Gillis  works 
at  the  mall  one  day  per  week  and  goes  home  to  Gonzales  on  the  weekends 
that  have  no  track  meet.  She  will  complete  her  curriculum  in  spring  2004. 
"After  graduation  I'll  probably  go  home  to  Baton  Rouge  [Gonzales]  until 
my  boyfriend  graduates,"  said  Gillis. 

Gillis  runs  the  10,000-meter  race,  the  most  grueling  race  in  track  and  field. 
She  is  often  unhappy  at  meets  that  do  not  offer  her  race,  and  is  often  forced 
to  run  other  races. 

She  really  showed  her  passion  for  distance  as  she  placed  second  in  the 
Sun  Belt  Championship  10,000-meter  race.  She  was  only  seven  seconds 
behind  the  winner  in  this  40-minute  race.  "1  used  to  run  the  one  and  two 
mile  races,  but  1  discovered  my  true  element  in  the  10,000,"  said  Gillis. 

Gillis  is  deeply  immersed  in  her  studies  and  projects,  and  UL  Lafayette 
provides  little  free  time. 

Although  other  schools  offered,  Gillis  chose  UL  Lafayette  because  she 
felt  most  comfortable  here.  "I'd  Uke  to  get  into  advertising  and  make  some 
money  on  the  side  running  road  races  and  stuff,"  said  Gillis  hopefully. 

Gillis  chose  the  four  words  honest,  self-motivating,  strong-willed  and 
outgoing  to  identify  herself.

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In  the  brief  descriptions  to  follow,  L' Acadian  would  like  to  recognize  the 
club  sports  that  have  been  participating  in  national  competition. 

Relatively  new  to  the  school,  the  UL  Lafayette  Power  Lifting  Team  has  shown 
an  amazing  amount  of  dedication  as  it  practices  every  other  day  and  participates 
in  as  many  meets  as  it  can  sign  up  for  [seven  this  year]. 

The  only  requirements  to  join  the  team  in  2002-03  were:  1)  full-time  status 
2)  pay  $100  per  year  team  dues  3)  participate  in  fund-raisers  4)  be  on  time  for 
all  scheduled  workouts. 

The  team  is  quickly  growing  and  expanding,  with  plans  to  host  an  intramural 
student  competition.  Its  10  competitors  are  young  and  competitive,  giving 
the  team  even  more  to  look  forward  to. 

UL  Lafayette's  Water  Ski  Team  has  won  many  titles,  but  this  year  marked 
the  first  time  in  eight  years  that  the  team  did  not  place  first  or  second  in  nationals. 
The  team  did,  however,  place  third  [nothing  to  be  ashamed  of].  "The  team 
played  remarkably  well  considering  the  situation,"  said  head  coach  of  the  Cajuns 
Lynda  Jones. 

The  team's  deficit  came  from  the  men's  side  as  the  team  was  consumed 
in  injury  The  women's  team  pulled  the  weight  and  were  first  in  the  nation 
A  huge  highlight  for  the  team  was  the  senior  women's  performances  of  Lindsey 
Trapp  and  Sabrina  Dobel  who  both  placed  first  in  their  events.  "The  men's 
team  is  coming  back  healthy  and  the  outlook  is  good  for  next  year,"  said  Jones. 

The  UL  Lafayette  Bowling  Team  consisted  of  12  members  in  2003.  The  team 
is  comprised  of  all  levels  of  bowlers,  but  only  the  best  compete  in  the  intercollegiate 
league.  This  year  they  played  in  five  tournaments.  The  team  was  ranked  46 
out  of  212  teams. 

The  Cajun  bowlers  will  be  participating  in  quite  a  few  more  tournaments 
next  year.  The  team  can  look  forward  to  a  much  more  exciting  season,  as  they 
travel  all  around  the  region. 

A  new  team  on  campus  trying  to  identify  itself  in  2003  is  the  UL  Lafayett 
Cricket  Team.

[ounding  the  ball  over  the  net  this  year  with  soaring  spikes  and  dramatic 
blocks  was  the  Ragin'  Cajun  Volleyball  Squad. 

The  Cajuns  played  a  phenomenal  season  this  year,  but  were  held  back  by  a 
few  errors  in  their  ways.  The  Cajuns  gained  a  new  coach  this  year,  which  put 
the  team  at  a  disadvantage  in  adaptation  to  the  new.  Becky  Madden  would 
join  the  squad  as  head  coach.  Fortunately  for  the  Cajun  squad,  their  togetherness 
has  allowed  them  to  shine. 

The  Cajuns  would  start  their  season  with  a  precedent  setting  four  wins,  but. 
would  follow  with  a  disappointing  four  losses.  This  trend  in  Cajun  volleyball 
of  winning  and  losing  streaks  seemed  to  haunt  and  bring  praise  to  the  Cajuns 
all  season. 

It  seems  to  the  outside  observer  that  the  Cajuns  were  inconsistent,  but  jusi 
the  opposite  was  true.  The  Lady  Cajuns  would  out-play  almost  all  of  theii 
opponents  in  2002  in  every  category  of  play,  but  fell  to  losses  most  often  due  tc 
their  tendency  to  foul. 

"We  need  to  work  on  finding  a  way  to  finish  those  matches  as  well  as  w( 
play  them,"  says  Madden. 

One  of  the  best  exemplars  of  the  team's  unity  is  its  ability  to  play  exceptional!} 
well  in  its  own  gym.  With  only  seven  members  to  the  squad,  they  act  more  a; 
a  family  than  they  do  a  sports  team. 

The  team  proved  especially  good  at  stamina  and  battling  matches  out  to  tht 
sometimes,  bitter  end.  "We  all  want  the  'W's,'  but  the  little  steps  to  get  there  an 
just  as  important  as  the  successes  we  have,"  says  Madden. 

The  2002  season  marked  the  first  time  in  four  years  that  the  Cajuns  wer 
unable  to  advance  to  the  semifinals  of  the  Sun  Belt  Tournament  as  they  droppei 
the  quarterfinal  to  Arkansas  Little  Rock.  The  team  entered  the  tournamen 
seeded  fifth,  losing  to  the  fourth  seed  Arkansas. 

Of  the  Cajuns  15  wins,  10  came  in  straight  sets.  There  was  a  19  game  winnin 
streak  at  Earl  K  Long  Gym  that  was  broken  in  the  last  match  of  the  season  an^ 
the  Cajun  regular  season  record  ended  at  15-13  (9-5  SBC). 

Madden  was  very  proud  of  the  2002  Cajuns  and  chose  the  words  guts} 
competitive,  unified  and  seven  strong  to  describe  the  team. 
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2  started  playing  volleyball  when 
I  was  15,  but  everyone  else  had  been 
playing  since  12.  I  never  gave  up  and 
never  quit  playing,"  said  Priscilla  Lima,  senior  volleyball  player  and  health 
and  physical  education  major. 

Lima  comes  to  Acadiana  all  the  way  from  Rio  de  Janeiro  Brazil,  however,  in 
1999  when  Lima  first  made  the  decision  to  come  to  UL  Lafayette,  she  was  very 
reluctant.  Her  mother  had  just  had  a  baby  boy  in  Metrch  and  Lima  was  scheduled 
to  begin  school  in  September  That  was  a  very  emotional  time  in  her  Ufe.  "I  would 
cry  sometimes  because  I  was  sad  to  miss  out  on  that,"  sedd  Lima  in  retrospect,  "but 
I  wouldn't  change  anything  because  I  know  I  would  have  regretted  it  if  I  didn't  leave." 

Developing  several  surrogate  families  in  Louisiana  has  made  Lima's  transition 
to  the  states  very  easy.  She  claims  that  four  families  have  adopted  her  and 
comments  that  aunts,  uncles  even  the  family  dogs  have  invited  her  into  their 
lives.  "Going  home  (to  Brazil)  is  different  because  everyone  now  has  their 
own  life  and  I  just  visit,"  said  Lima  remorsefully. 

Every  part  of  Lima's  life  now  revolves  around  volleyball  and  friends.  She 
is  on  the  committee  that  advises  athletic  department  heads  on  the  situations 
of  athletes,  and  she  is  a  volleyball  coach  for  the  Southern  Spikers.  Lima  tells 
of  how  she  travels  almost  every  weekend  and  doesn't  have  any  time  to  watch 
TV  or  to  take  free  time  to  herself.  Everyone  in  the  locker  room  can  tell  you 
that  she  loves  Brazilian  music,  reminiscent  of  the  years  she  spent  dancing 
formally  before  volleyball. 

School  has  been  difficult  at  times  because  some  of  the  common  transferred 
problems,  but  once  Lima  arrived  in  Lafayette  and  got  settled  in,  things  worked 
out.  She  may  not  be  graduating  in  May  2003  as  she  had  hoped,  but  she  will 
■graduate  in  May  2004.  "I  invited  Clarice  [Laires]  to  come  here  with  me  once 
I  knew  that  I  liked  it  here,"  said  Lima  invitingly. 

The  outlook  for  the  volleyball  team  is  immense  according  to  Lima.  Coach 
Becky  Madden  is  taking  huge  steps  toward  the  advancement  of  the  team.  "Fm 
really  jealous  of  the  team  now  that  we  have  a  great  coach  that  thinks  big  and 
knows  how  to  make  the  team  big,"  said  Lima. 

As  for  the  fiiture,  Lima  plans  to  continue  school  and  eventually  get  a  graduate 
degree.  Upon  completion  of  school  and  perhaps  as  soon  as  late  2003,  Lima  would 
Uke  to  attempt  to  go  professional  with  beach  voUeybaU,  if  and  only  if  her  shoulder 
IS  feeling  100%  better.  Keep  an  eye  out  for  this  one,  as  she  may  soon  be  makiiig 
waves  in  the  world  of  volleyball.

As  the  Omega  Eta  Chapter 
continues  through  its  25th  year  on  the  campus  of  the  University  of 
Louisiana  at  Lafayette,  it  continues  to  serve  as  a  catalyst  for  service  and 
charity.

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Phi  Beta  Sigma  was  founded  on  the  campus  of  Howard  University,  Washington  D.C.  in  the 
spring  of  1914.  The  founders  were  three  young  African  American  male  students.  The  Most 
Honorable  A.  Langston  Taylor,  Leonard  F.  Morse  and  Charles  I.  Brown  envisioned  a  Greek 
lettered  fraternity  organization  that  would  exemplify  and  maintain  the  high  ideas  of 
Brotherhood,  Scholarship  and  Service.  It  was  their  goal  to  have  an  organization  that  would 
want  to  be  part  of  the  community  not  one  that  felt  Uke  it  had  to  be  part  of  the  community. 

It  was  their  belief  that  an  organization  should  base  its  membership  not  on  race, 
nationality,  color  or  skin  tone.  To  them,  membership  selection  should  be  based  on  a 
person's  leadership  qualities,  scholarship,  positive  image,  talents,  sophistication 
and  a  progressive  attitude.  They  also  thought  potential  members  should  want  to 
raise  their  qualities  to  not  only  bettering  themselves  and  the  organization  but  the 
community  as  well,  thus  promoting  the  organization's  motto  "Culture  for  Service, 
Service  for  Humanity."  Over  the  past  88  years,  Sigma  men  have  been  involved  in 
many  social  and  community  action  events.  Including  the  March  on  Washington, 
establishing  national  and  state  anti-lynching  legislation  in  the  1930's  and  1940's,  the 
Million  Man  March,  which  our  national  office  serviced  as  the  headquarter  and  others.  There 
have  been  over  900  chapters  across  the  United  States,  Africa,  Europe,  Asia  and  the  Caribbean 
containing  more  than  200,000  members.  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc.  exists  as  a  part  of  an  even 
greater  brotherhood  and  sisterhood,  which  is  be  devoted  to  the  "inclusive  we"  rather 
than  the  "exclusive  we".

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As  the  next  school  year  approaches  many 
buildings  at  UL  Lafayette  are  getting  facelifts. 
These  improvements  will  help  bring  more  housing, 
class  space  and  connivance  to  campus. 

Among  the  numerous  projects  expected  to  be 
completed  in  the  2003-2004  academic  year  the 
largest  is  the  addition  of  Legacy  Park.  This  new 
apartment  style  resident  hall  community  consists 
of  one,  two,  and  three  bedroom  apartments,  each 
with  a  full  kitchen.  Living  room,  and  washer  and 
dryer.  The  first  building  wUl  open  in  August  2003 
with  one  new  building  opening  every  month 
until  January  2004.  An  added  bonus  to  living 
at  these  new  apartments  is  a  parking  space  for 
every  bed. 

Another  project  that  is  to  be  completed  in  the 
upcoming  academic  year  is  the  addition  of  a  new 
art  museum.  The  new  facility  wiU  be  60,000  square 
feet  and  wUl  play  host  to  exhibits  of  national  and 
international  scope.  The  new  building  will  allow 
the  museum  to  expand  its  permanent  collections 
to  include  Pre-Columbian,  Native  American, 
African,  Asian,  European,  and  American  works 
of  art. 

Renovation  of  the  Alumni  Center  is  also  expected 
to  be  completed  in  the  next  year.  The  revamping 
will  make  the  center  handicapped  accessible  in 
all  aspects  of  the  facility.  There  is  also  a  planned 
addition  of  a  pavilion  which  will  be  used  to 
entertain  guest  for  the  many  functions  held 
throughout  the  year.  The  Alumni  Center  also 
received  a  Step  Grant  to  wire  the  boardroom 
which  is  used  for  many  senior  presentations 
and  press  conferences. 

One  more  update  to  campus  is  the  renovation 
and  expansion  of  Burke  Hall.  A  new  building 
will  be  constructed  and  connected  to  the  existing 
Burke  Hall.  This  addition  wiU  bring  labs,  lecture 
halls,  and  new  offices  to  the  Liberal  Arts  department. 
Once  the  new  building  is  completed,  the  renovating 
of  the  current  Burke  Hall  will  begin.
